SECTIOH" I. — Geukiui. ash Political. 

]. Tlie Honourable Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Donald Robertson, K. C. S. 1., "b“ 
continued to hold the Chief Comniissionerahip of Coorp; until hi.s j'otirement in 
October 190.3, when he was succeeded by the Ilonouinhlc Sir .bniK-s Austin 
BonrdDlon, K. 0. S. I., I. 0. S., who made a brief tour thrmi^'h the pi'orinee in 
February 1904, halting at Praserpet, Mercara, Virajondi’ajiet niiil i’ollibotta. 
Visits of inspection were paid to the principal offices and public buildings and 
the opportunity unis taken to discus.s important pendhig (pic.stious with tlie local 
heads of dopartuieuts. An addi’ess of welcome was presmited at Mercara by tlis 
municipal commisaioiiora and deputations from the Planters’ Association and. the 
South OoQi’g Medical Relief Prmd were informally received at Pollihetta. 

2. The Coininissionerahip wias held by Mr. Lionel Davidson, I. G. S., 
throughout the year, hut there were two changes in the ycniimnd of the subordi- 
nate officers of the Commission. Mr. P. A. Booty, I. C. S., took (jIvoc months 
privilege leave during the monsoon, and during his absence the post of llistirct 
Magistrate was held by Mr. P. L. Moore, I. 0. S., who rendered yeoman service 
during the outbreak of plague at Virajeudrapet. .Tn February ] 904 Mr. J. M. M. 
Parker of the Madras Public Works Department succeeded Captain iS. G. Riietl- 
Oamac, R. E., as Executive Engineer, 

3. An interesting link with pa.st history was severed by the death in IMay 
1903 of the Rani Devammaji, the sister of the last Baja of Coorg. To within a 
year of liOr death, trliioli took place at the advanced age of 94, this lady retained a 
vivid ’recollection' of the iucideubs of her flight from Coorg in 1832, when she and 
her husbaild to'ok refuge 'tvith' Mr. Ciisamajof, the British Resident at Mysoie, in 
order to escape from violence' at the hands of her brother the Raja, v'liosu guards 
intercepted the fugitives on the frontier, wounding the lady’s husband and taking 
her infant child prisoner.

4. Luring tlie period uiulm- report tlie only noteworthy clrmges In the KfAWtl” 
laud revciuiB ]ioldiag.s were a tieorease of nearly .pOOn acres in the area held on rp’'™””', 
the coffee tenure and an increase of over half tliat e.'cteut in the wet 1 ohiings - - 
under the oi-dinaiy tenure Icuown as hikjii , due to the gradual ahnnilo niieut of 
coffee and the enhanced attention concurrently paid to the cultivation of rice. 

These variations, together with numBrons reductions of aast-ssuieiit ginuted on 
deteiiorated coffee, account for the major portion of the dooline of some Rs. 0,000. 
in the oiirrcnt demand (K.s. 3,40,454). The realizations, however, inati rially 
improved, owing partly to inoi’c effective supervision of the subordinate pstahlwh- - 
ineuts entrusted with the collection of the revenue and partly to a change in the 
iusl-al 111 cuts, the proportion of the demand formerly payable in April being 
ti'imsferred to February and March. The arroar balance, which stood .at nearly 
11 lakhs at the commencement of the year was rL'ihiced to little over one laJdi at 
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its close, and of the outstandings nearly Ba. 60,1)00 consisted of revenue due 
from planters who export their coffee to Europe and are under the local revenue 
system permitted to defer payment of their assessment mtil the month of June. 
The improvement in collections was necessarily accompanied by a somewhat 
increased resort to coercive proceedings, hut it is satisfactoiy to observe that 
there was a reduction in the number of sales of land for arrears of revenue and 
of cases in which such default led to resumption. 

AgAuitrarai fi. AppHcatious for assistance imder the Agriculturists’ Loans Act a.s usual 
^^‘^^sded the amount available for disbursement (Bs. 2,000), which was ahnost 
entirely devoted to the purchase of ploughing cattle. Adi'cnces for the improve- 
ment of land were also made to the aggregate extent of nearly Bs. 0,000 or 
double the amount disbursed in the preceding year, the object of the applicants 
being as a rule to prepare waste land for rice cultivation. The recovery of 
loans granted in previous yeai-s was effected without serious difficulty, but coer- 
cive proceedings had frequently to be initiated and more than one instance of 
misappropriation was brought to notice. 
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G. The volume of cognizable crime h-onght to the notice of the police and 
magistracy was someiriiat larger tlian in the preceding year, but the variation 
related chiefly to minor items such as public nuisances, excise olfoiices and potty 

breaches of special and local laws. The jiroportion of convictions obtained -77 

per cent.— was again high, and there was a continuance of the declino in the 
number of false oases, which commenced in the preceding 3 ^ 0 , 11 - in oouac((noiioe 
of the special attention paid to the prosecution of individnals prel'eri'ing false 
charges and of the action taken by the coiu’ts for the summary punishment of 
the complainants in cases found on enquiry to be frivolous or vexatious The 
rarity of grave crime may be gauged from the fact that excluding cases proved 
on enquiry to he unfounded, police investigation was requisite in regard to only- 
one murder, two cases of culpable homicide, four daooities and one I'obbery. Tim 
measures adopted for the recovery of stolen property were generally eflioacious. 
The outlay on the working of the department (Es. 41,608) wa.s some lls. ()00 
less than in the preceding yeai’ in consequence of temporary vacancies in fcho 
estabhsliment. Eeoruitmont was however successful, and at the do, so of tlio 
year the number of men on tbe rolls was only live .short of the Riiiidiuiiod 
strength. Educationally there was a general improvement in the foi-oo, Init in 
respect of discipline there would seem to have been some rotrogi-osKiou for tlio 
number of punishments inflicted was much higher than iu the jirccodim.- your 
and absence without leave was regrettably fi'oquent.

in the provmce and no administrative changes or important variations iu 
took place during the year. The number of aotuai trials (1 ,380) (..x-hilnfed some 
deelme and there was a similar but somewhat Larger yariatiou iu the qmmiity of 
offences brought to notice, attributable in eanh case to a docroaso in tl 0 munber 
of complamts preferred under the Worlonau’s Breadi of (lontrad Ad, I S 
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wliicli have for years past become gradually fewer owing to the decline of ooffee- 

plantiug. E voluding these cases, the great majority of whioli were aa naual 

compromised before the close of the eiKlmry, the criminal courts dealt with 

1,938 individuals, of whom over 34 per cent, were convicted as against 27 per 

cent, in the previoas year, when convictions under the Police and Excise Acts 

were raueh less numerous. The majority of the offences committed were as 

usual of a comparatively unimportant character, the commonest items being- 

breaches of special and local laws and minor offences against the person and 

property, Excluding a petty case, which technically constituted rohbery, there 

were only four convictions for grave ciime, namely, three offences affecting life 

and one case of rape and sodomy, and in only two cases was it necess.ai-y to luive 

recourse to transportation. All classes of criminal courts got through their 

work with commendable rajiidiby and uobwithstandmg the increase in convic- 

tions| appeals were less frequent than in the preceding year, while both appeals < 

and applications for revision -were in the great majonty of cases unsuccessful. 

8. The bulk of the jail population in the province was coniiueil in the 
Mercara District Jail, the taluk lock-ups being reserved for under-trials and in- r™®" ® 
dividuals sentenced to a few days’ imprisonment. The total accommodation 
.underwent some restriction owing to the introduction of improved arrangements 

for the housing of female convicts and under-trial prisoners, but throughout the 
year the space available was largely in excess of the requirements. The daily 
average strength inoluding under-trials and ci-vil prisoners (71-68) continued to 
be abnormally low, though there was an increase in the number of female 
oon-viots (10). Breaches of discipline were comparatively unfrequent, and 
though two escapes took place from the jail, the fugitives were both re- 
captured on the following day. The scales of diet and clothing remained 
unaltered, and efficient arrangements continued to be made for the oon- 
SGi-vaucy and drainage of the promises, while the water-supply was as usual 
excellent in quality. Throughout the year only 14 patients -were admitted 
into the hospital, and the solitary death which took place resulted from a 
serious illness contracted prior to the incarceration of the patient. Pinanoially, 
the administration of the year was again exceptionally successful, tlie gross out- 
lay (ils. 7,604) repi’esenting an average cost per prisoner of E.s. 105 as in the 
preceding year, notwithstanding increased expenditure upon establishment. In- 
cluding manufacturing profits the nett cost per prisoner rose from Es 33 to 
Es. 42, a variation due to a reduction in the receipts from the printing press, 
which forms an uii. satisfactory method of utilizing convict labour and has since 
been transferred to the control of the Commissioner. Apart from the press, the 
principal .source of earnings was as usual the labour of extra-mural g-angs em- 
ployed on repairing roads and sawing timber for the Public Works Department, 
but towards the close of the year a new industry was introduced in the shape of 
briok-making. 

9. There was no alteration in the number of the ci-vil courts (5) and no On'i-b’

administrative changes or important variations in pmomid took place during rwss m-n,] 
the year. There was a trifling increase in the aggregate value of the sniba under 
disposal, but the total number of iustitiitioim (1,6)1 1) declined hv ovei- 8 per cent, 
in consequence of the continuance of the depressed couditinii.s affecting the 
planting interest and the trading community. The bulk of the litigation con- 
sisted aa usual of suits for money and moveable property, and it was under this 
category that the decline in institutions was especially noticeable. The original 
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T^' 0 )-k devolved entirely upon the two Mmisiffs and the ?iibrrdii.iate Judge, and 
notm't!j>tn]iiKng the tcmporaiw deputation of the latter oflioer to act as Jdistriot 
Judge at Biiiigaloi'p, these courts proved capable of satisfying the requirement, s 
of the litigant public, finally deciding during the year l,o07 suits and suudl 
causes. kVitnesses were promptly exauiini'd and the ibiration of proceediuga 
was not unduly protracted, while the appeal test indicates that the quality 
of the judicial work was as a rule satisfactory . .Execution p,t'oceotling,s 
(2, fi44) were ranch less nnmerons than in 1902 and the proportion of wholly 
infructuous applications (70’92 per cent), thongh still exceedingly high, exhibited 
some improvement ; there was also a .slight advance in the tofal aiummt realised 
in execution. 


pSi nf"™' 10. A larger surplus was realized from the working of the Registration 

^^^^“i^-^^'^Department, but the number of registrations effe ’ted wa.s cvoti loss than in tho 
preceding year and but slightly liigliev than iii 1!)01, when thu triui.siiotions of 
the department reached the lowest figure recorded for many years. As there 
was a .simultaneous decline in the value of the property conconiod, it CfUinot be 
said that the .stati, sties indicate any recovery from the depressed conditions which 
have affected the prorduee since 1 895. The working of the department continued 
to be satisfactory and the administration was facilitated by the issue of roviaed 
and consolidated rules for the guidance of regi.stration oifioers. 


bS”'' 1 1- Tiic Rl.strict Board contimied to exercise its' iiorniid ’funotions, of which 

rojcjSiw.jthe princijiid relate to the inaintonanoe of minor oomnmnicfvtioua, lioa|ii(,als, 
mark'ot.s, .staging bmigalow.s and cattle-jioimdK, the diffiision of rduoation iti rural 
tract.? and the njikeep of tho district po.st. Its iiicoiuc, wliicli i.s dorlvcd chiefly 
from tolls on the principal roads and a local rate of our. aiiiKi in tlio j'upou of 
laud reTenue assessment, aggregated 'slightly ovci' 'Es. Ofi.hOO dtiring the yoa,r 
under report. The e.vpenditure during tho same period was ii,pproxiiniltoly 
Bs. 117, OUO, the ohitf items of oiithiy being public wiiihs; [iriiii!i ly cduoatioii, tho 
district post and the maintenance of rural dispensarie.s. 

Mnmojja 12 , Duving the period under report it was decided to voiilncd f.lio oxisting 
municipal law of Ooorg by the Central IVorinces Muiiiciiud .Acl., ItlO.'l, on tho 
introduction of 'U'liich it is proposed to abolish the iniiior cmuiuittooiS working at 
Eraserpef, Som-nuirpet and Kodlijict, where (he income aviiilable is quite in- 
sufficient to meet the cost of etfeotive munici]ial admiiiistii'iition. The veniiiiniug 
two townships, Mercara. and Virajondrapet, continued to uuiintaiii lio,spilii,l .4 and 
•schools and enjoyed an income of some Bs. 18,000 and lt.s. 7,50(1 re.speel ively, 
the expenditure being approximately R.s. ; 1.5,500 ami Bs. 1-1, ,000. I’lu'.ailmin'i- 
•stratiou of both towns derived material bonefit from the completion of siirvoyB 
showing tho exact position and linuts of property situated within municipal 
limits. The mcomo i’ea,lized in IVlercara advanced con.sidorably in con.soqnonoo 
of a revision of the tax on houses and land, ' but the .same lue.ysuro re, 4 nl 1 .ud in a, 
decline in the receipts at Virajeudrapet owing to the irregularity of proviotis 
as,9essmcnt8, and it was found necesam-y to make good the lo.s.s by an iurreaao in 
the rate of tax. On the expenditure side the only item calling for rtmmrk.s in 
Mercara was tho outlay on ro.ad repairs, which was mate,T'ially iiioi'oa.scil as com- 
pared with the previous year, a systematic plan of operations beino. lhamed for 
future outriy on tins hitherto neglected branch of the administration 'Iffio oxooss 
of expendffure over receipts in Virajeudrapet was due pari.ly to advances not 
actually disbm-scd during the year .and partly ' to tho outlav'of over Us 500 
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mourred in oomiectioii witli tlie purinns epidemic of plague, 'Aliicli visited the 
town in tlie monsoon months niul indirectly led to aanitary reforms of considera- 
ble importance. 

13. Satisfactory progress wa.s made with the comstriiction of the barracks 
and rifle range ref(uirecl for tlie 71st L’oorg Rifles, and during the first few 
months of the year recriiitmeut I'aised tlie strength of the regiment to over oOO, 
hut enlistment snbBeqnently became so unpopular that the teasibility of raising 
a complete battalion of Coorgs came under review and at the clo.se of the period 
under report the military authorities were engaged in considering the expedience 
of disbanding the regiment. 

SECTION JV. — Pruuictiox axp Dirtuibl'tio.n 

14. N'otwithstaiidiug a alight increase in wet holdings, the area aetiially 

unde:^ rice (79,763 acres) decreased somewhat a.s compared with the previous is-ro.] 
year; owing to'the late comnienceinent of the nioii-soon The aggregate extent 
itndBr dry orOp.s (9,908 acres) was practically unchanged, though for the same 
reason the principal crop, ragi; was over a considerable area replaced by-pro- 
dliots wliieh do mot require sncli early ploughing. The interest in coffee-plStltihg 
oontinued to decline; and the area under bearing (-51,4-15 acres) diminished’ by 
over 1,700 acres, while reductions in assessment to the aggregate estbrtt of 
nearly Ra. 3,000 “were granted in respect of the partial deterioration of' estates, 
and it was deemed expedient to modify the rules regarding remissions *so as to 
provide further relief from the depression caused by the unfavourable prospects 
of planting. A partial recoi'ery in the prices ruling in the London market how- 
ever improved the outlook during the period under report, especially as the out- 
turn of the year was much better than had been expected. The season was 
equally favourable to the growth of rice and cardamoms, but the prices realised 
for the latter farm of pradnee continued to be ruinously low . On the other hand 
the staple I'oorbgrains sold at normal rates. Tlie rauifall of the year was 
considerably above the average. 

15. The settlement of three of the four large blocks of Ghiit forest 'reserves ’ 

■was completed dviriiig ihe year, but the fourth remained on hand owing to the ^.‘ 22 .] 
diflieiilty of dptcrininiiig tlie exact nature of the mtere.st possessed by the holders 
oi jiimn iiuiIpa. j\ ' luaterial advance vras abo made towards the completion of 
the Piiquii’y into the idglils and privileges exercisable hi Urudve.s, Devarakacliis 
and similiu' classes of ‘ |)i'otccted ’ forests. The uumbor of fore.sfc of[euce.s re- 
pori.oil was trifling and os usual the bulk of them were compounded. A few 
undetected cases of iucendiarism took place but five-protective measures were 
or the whole more .succes.'-'ful than in the previous year. The gracing re- 
quirements of the villages adjoining reserved area.s in Idortli Goorg formed 
the subject of iuvestigiition and the Deputy Conservator continued, to devote 
special atteiitiuu to (lie artiticial re-production of teak and sandalwood as also i.o 
the iiivestigiitioii of ‘ spike a disease which causes great damage to the latter 
growth. All advance in the collections and sales of sandalwood together with 
the di.sposal of a large (piaiitity of valuable timber incrGa.sed the receipts of the 
dejiartment to such an extent that the nett income realized during the ycai- was 
nearly Rs. 1,32,000, a figiiro considerably in excess of any previously recorded. 

Tree pasturage was as usual allowed to a number of ryots, and liberal grants of 
forest produce were made in deserving cases, chiefly for the purpose of building 
houses. The operations for the' capture of olepliants initiated in the ptecoding 
Year contifiuod to be attended with a .sati'if.'iclnrw 
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1*'. opc'i-iitiims weve i-estricted to tlie excavation of granite, laterite

If. The gros.s expenditure on Tnipcrial Public Works -wus slightly over 
'^'2 hiklis, of which Ks. 1,38,00(1 related to inilitaiy wcrk.s, lioiiig outlay in- 
curred on the provision of quarters and a rjflc-rangc for the 71 .st Ooovg li.ifles, 
while the bulk of the remainder consi.stcd of c.'tpcndifciiri! on comirmiiicationa 
(fks. 1,39,000). Considerable progress was made with tlie construction of the 
new road connecting South Coorg with the Malabar-'W'yuaiid, but until tlio ex- 
ception of an inspection bungalow at Napokln no other new work of impor- 
tance wa.s taken up, the.major portion of the outlay being devoted to the main- 
tenance of existing communicatioiia. The expenditure on civil buildings 
(R.S. 2r,000) consisted chiefly (of the ordinary annual repairs and outlay on 
the oonstniotion or extension of police lines, quarters for reveimo snborcliuatoa 
and .structural alteration.s in the head-quarter offices at Morenra. A sum of 
Pcs. 12,-500 wa.s expended on irrigation, the most important item being the coin- 
plelioii of the Devannr aniout, which, however, suffered grave duniugo from 
f o ds towar s the close of the year. The feasibility of extending the iirigation 
fac itic. of r m province. formed tlie .subject of special investigation at the hands 
of the hxecutive Lugiueer, Mr. Parker having had considorable technioul ,.xnc. 
neiice in that direction. Having regard to the gross outhtv, the cimra-cs 
on account of estabbshment were exceedingly small. In .-uldition („ (lie oiifTuv 
pt^ 'l^OGOn -orks the department incurred an expemlituro of some

The exoeBS ot deal s over 
birthB IS attributable to a circumstance which always vitiates tlio vital statistics 
of the province, namely, the Immigration during the monsoon iimiitlis of largo 
nnmhers of coolies who come to work on coffee-estates uuaeoompaiiie.l by thoir 
familiea and themselves too frequently unable to stand the rinom oI the c iinate 


which prevails during that season of tbe year. 

MadisBi 2G. Esoludiiig the Mercara jail hospital and a small inilitii.ry lioK})ital at 

[SdrTl. the same place, mediciil relief was administered at eight iustitutious, of which 
* ^ only one was under private management. At the jinblio hospitals and dispen- 
saries the total number of persons treated was nearly 46,000, or over- 1,200 
more than in the previoii.s year, though there was a decreaso in tho atteiiclauce 
at the Virajendrapet hospital and the Gonikoppal dispensary in consequence of 
the outbreak of plague. The same cause led to a fall in the number of in-patients 
(932), for whom occommodation is provided only at Mercara and Virajendrapet, 
The mortality I'ecorded among this class was slightly higher than in the jirovious 
year, but the operations performed continued to be in almost every case success- 
fill. The deficiencies of the local arrangements tor medical relief ntti'uctod the 
y notice of the Gliiet Commissioner during hia visit to the proviiioo and a .special 
appeal addi’essed to the. Government of India on the subject resulted in the 
promise of a subsidy of Ij.hddis, the major poidion of which it has boon decided 
to utilize in replacing tlie e.vi.stirig' hospitals at Mercara and Vivajcudi'apet hy 
buildings constructed and eipiijiped iii accordauco wdtli modern voquircinontB. 
s.riitation, 27. No sauitarv work of importance was carried out during tho year, but 
the outbreak of plague induced special attention to the subject of sanitation, 
especially iii the towns of Virajendrapet and Mercara, where niiuiovous pd.ty 
improvements of a (/inwi-pormanent natm-e were carried out. A suiii of iic.a.vly 
!Rs. o,000 was expended in connection with the prevention luul repri'ssiou of 
plague, and it is satisfactory to observe that tho measures udojitcd amused no 
popular opjiositioii and were attended with an unusual degree, of suecess.

1,800 le.ss than in the preceding year, being carried nut by a s])eoial eslalilisli- 
ment of eight vacouintors at an aggregate cost iuchuliiig ,snpai'vi,siou charge, s of 
Es, 2,067. The decline ill the outturn of work was an indirect cons 'ipieDce of 
the oul-break of plague. The bulk of tho cases dealt with wu'm primai’v vaoci- 
nation.B and the percentage of success oliiaiued (Sl-rfi) continued to be satisfaclory. 
Infantile vmccinatiou as usual received special atteiitiou and thij birth statistics 
go to show that the compulsory provisioms of the law were ado(|Uii,tely ouJin-ced 
in the iniinicipal areas to which alone they apply.

reference to the roconiinenchitions of the Simla Ecliioafcional (.Conference, but the 
administration of the department was facilitated by the iasne of consolidated 
rules dealing with the nianagement and iiispectiun of local fund and municipal 
schools. 

30. The total number of public achooLs increased from 8.1 to 88, but owing 
to the ontbreaV of iilague there ivas a decline of some 200 in the attendance 
recorded (4,0201. The strength of priv.ate schools (-')7‘.l) advanced slightly, but 
there wa.s no materifil varintiou in the pi’n]ioition of scholars to the total popula- 
tion of the school-going age, which was 1 /j‘ 7 and 4'5 per cent, in the case of 
boys' and gills I'espectively, The great bulk of the pupils came nniler tlie 
primary stage, to whicli all the ediic.atioual institutions in Coorg belong c.^cept 
the Meroara Normal School and the two aecoiid.ary institutions at Mercarn and 
Virajendrapet. Classified according to race or creed the imst majority were 
non-Brahnian Hindus, and t.wo-tliirds of tlie entire iiiiiiiber belonged to the 
Coorg caste, while nearly tlireo-finirth.s were recorded as dependenr, on agn- 
oulfiure and an equal proportion as belonging to tlie poorer classes. The gi-oss 
expenditure on education was approximately Ra. 40,(iOO, or some Us. 2,000 less 
than in the previous year, the va.riation being mainly due to savings resulting 
from the deputation to Madras of the permanent incumbent of the head-master- 
ship of the Meroara High School. Two-thirds of the total outlay was contributed 
in approximately equal proportion.? fi-om Imperial sources and local funds, while 
slightly over one-fonrtii was re-iinbiirsed by school fees, the balance being made 
lip . from municipal funds and private subscriptions. The average cost of 
educating each pupil remained stationary in primary schools (Rs. 5'6) and fell 
slightly in secondary iiistitutions (Rs. TO- 7). 

31. Except for a temporary change in pensniiiyi,] the controlling agencies 
responsible for the sa[iervision of education reinaiiiod the same, and the inspec- 
ting officei'S adei[uately poiformed their duties, receiving assistance from 
numerous visits of inspection paid by the Comnjis.sioner and subordinate revenue 
officers. 

.32. The nunibor of ])upil3 ou the rolls of secondary classes at the close of 
the year (34.5) was much the same us at the conimoncemeiit, but while tlioi'e wins 
a distinct improvement in the average attendance and the fee-inooino realized at 
the Meroara Higli Scliool, a material retrogression took place at the Viia- 
jendrapet Middle Scliool in both these re.S 2 iccta owing to the epidemic of plague 
which visited that town. The results achieved by the former school at the 
matriculation and lower .secondary examinations were unusually favourable, 
and a high proportion of success was also obtained at the primary examination. 
On the other hand tlic Vii’.ajendrapet school fared iinicli worse than in the 
previous year as I'egard.s botli the lower secondary and the primary e.^amination. 
The strength of the primary classes attached to these two iustitutions was 158. 

33. The number of public primary schools (85) increased by three but there 
was a decline of some 2U0 in the strength recorded on the cloMing day of the 
year (3,507). Of the total iiumbBr, 75 were managed bji- the District Board, six 
were iua.iutained by inunicipial committee, s a-uil four were missionary institiitions 
receiving fixed graiits-iii-aid from pubhc funds. English was ta.i, T, n 
schools, but in tlie others iustriictiou ivas confined to the vernar 
The successes obtained at the primary examination were more than doimie tne 
number achieved, in the previous 3 mai’, though the candidates iucreaaed by less 
thagi 20 per cent.

4. 'L'hc seasnual conditions of the period under report, were iintaTonr- 

ahlo to Llie j'inblic health, which suffered umisnally fi’oni fever, ■wliilo plague for 
the fii'iSt time elfceted a lodgment in the province. On the other hand, llio ont- 
i.iirn of rice and cardainoiiM nms distinctly good and the yield of coi'Ece waa iimch 
larger tlinn ivaa expected li.iviiig regard to the ahiindaiit and exhausting cro]i 
gatlipi’pd in the preceding year. So far, however, as the planting community was 
coiieernc(l,, a much more iniportaut economic factor was the recovery in the prices 
obtainalilo in tlie London market, which is generally attributed to the unfnvoni;-, 
nhle prnsjiect.s of Brazil coffee. While this change, in the situation lia.s materially 
benefitcfl those planters who have been in a position to maintain a fair standard 
or cultivation in llioir e.states, it has not oiieratcd as a check nn the gradual 
aliiindoiimcnt of areas wliioh have been allowed to deteriorate. A considerable 
c.vueiit of colfoc cultivated according to European methods was finally given up 
during’ the yeai', and native coffee continued its rapid pirogress towards e.Ytinction. 
As a natural cnnseqneiioe uf tliis tendency and the continuance of tlie disastrously 
low price of cardamoms, the cultivation of rice received additional attention 
at the hands of tho indigenous population, a feature of which marked evidence 
is to be seen in the increased appheation for agricultural advances. Tlio 
records of civil litigation and the transactions of the Registration department 
contain no indication of any recovery from the depressed economic conditions 
affecting Gnorg, but the increased ■consumption of arrack perhapis affords some 
evideiico of a change for the liettcr, and the province cannot fail to have benefited 
by the formation of the 71st -Coorg Rifles, a measure, which, besides providing 
employment and regular pay for several bmidreds of young men, was also directly 
r 0 .spon,sible for_ a large outlay on tlio constjruction. of military buildings. This 
expenditure undoubtedly tended to rail* wages in the neighbourhood of Mcrcara, 
but in other respects there was no material change in the rate of hire playable 
for labour, nor was there any noticeable variation in the pirioes of the stapilo 
J’ood-graiii.s.

As compared with, the previous year the only important variation m 
demand oocmred under item (c), where there was a decrease of Rs. 6,965 
owing chiefl.y to reductions of assessment granted on deteriorated coffoe estates. 
The increase under process charges (+ Es. 615) is explained by the circnm- 
stimce that the outstanding arrear h^anoe was reduced by over Rb. 45,000 
duiing the year, an improvement which could not have been effected without 
recourse to coercive proceedings.

The increase of 562 acres in the case of wet holdinga under the Mt/ii 
tenure was due to extensions of rice cultivation and to the change iu tehu'ro 
of lAmaland sold for arrears of revenue. The decline of 930 acres uiidoi' coffee 
is accounted for hy resignations and resumptions, 

i' . btatement No. 6 details the collection of Land Eicvoriuo duriiiti’ the year* 
Including arrears (Rs. 1,49,294) the gross demand ruuouutod to Es. 4['89,748 of 
which Es. 3,74,850 were collected and Es. 10,610 remitted. The arrour balaiioa 
was thus reduced to Es, 1,04,288, of wliicli Ks. 4,642 related to previous years 
and Rs. 99,646 to the current assessment; the bulk of the ourremt ai roar con- 
sisted, as usual, of the assessment due from coffee planters (Es. 59,4,83) who are 
allowed to defer payment until the Slat May in oases whore the croii ig oxporiod 
to Europe. Subsequent collections and remissions up to the end of Jimo l 904 have 
reduced the total balance to Es. 41,453 of which Es. 4,054 related to old arrears 
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t Customary foes levied on authorized alienation of fama lauds 
t Cultivation hy feUing a tract of jungle, burning the timber 
and raising a crop on the laud cleared.

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The period under report witnessed an important change in the InHlhandi *; the old the land, 
pystem of collecting the land revenue (other than that due on exported coffee) 
in four equal instalments payable in Jatmary, February, March and April was 
i-eplaced .by a new distribution of the demand according to wind] four annas 
in the rupee fall due on the 20th January, six annas on the 20th February 
and siz annas on the 20fch March. The object of this alteration was two-fold, 
fir-stly, to secure more prompt realization of the Grovernmenfc demand, and 
secondly, to safeguard the ryot against his own lack of thrift and foresight; 
under the old system it was found that the April instalment was separated by 
too long an interval of time from the harvest, vdth the result that the Govern- 
ment demand was postponed to the requirements of private creditors or to 
extravagant outlay on marriage ceremonies, and could not be realized without 
resort to coercive proceedings which necessarily extended until long after the t 
commencement of the ensuing cultivation season. It is satisfactory to observe % 

that this reform was introduced without any serious opposition and resulted in 
materially advancing the realization of the demand, 

8. Statement No. 7 gives particulars of the assignments of Isnd revenue, 
amounting to Ks. 1,07,150. The principal items are the permanent remiasioiiH 
granted under the favoui-able tenures known aa‘/cMna- (Hs. 68,030), and 
umhli (Es. 24,401; mid Jodi (Ra. 10,011). 


9. Statement No. 8 which shows the incidence of the total land revenue 
demand on the population of the province is a quinquennial return and the ^ieriod 
dealt with is the year ending 3 let March 1903. The fignnjs appearing tlieroin 
are consequently identical with those commented upon in paragraph 9 of the 
administration report for 1 902-1 903. 

10. The extent to which landed property changed hands during the ytar is 

indicated iu Statement No. 9 which excludes changes dae to succession, lease or 
simple mortgage. Of the 288 ti*ansfers by order of cou«t all but.2S were 
revenue sales, the land being resumed to Govrrniueut iu 108 inutaucea aiid 
transferred to the auction purchaser in the other cases, Ihe resumptions include 
numerous trifliug ai'cas of abandoned cofEee, the total area mvolved being 593 
acres. There were 63 sales of jama and lands to the aggregate extent , of 
1 99 acres for arrears of revenue, and on transfer to the aucoion purchaser the 
privileged tenure lapsed. ' 

11. Statement No. 10 compares the transactions imder the Land Improve- AKTioiiih>r*vi 
iiieiit and Agriculturists’ Loans Acts during the period under report and the 
preceding quinquennium. The advances made during the year amounted to 

Ra. 10,890, which together with the outstanding balance (Rs. 13,814) brought 
the gross amount for recovery to Es. 24,704. The rea.lizaUoiis anioimterl to 
Rs. 6,627 leaving a balance of Rs. 18,077, of Avhicb lis. 13,867 consisted of 
instalments not i^ayable during the year and Rs. 187 of sums the payment of 
which had been suspended by the Chief Commissioner. Tl.o real lialaiice was 
therefore Rs. 4,023, which has been reduced to Rs. 510 by subsequent colleotiona 
to the end of June 1904. 


12, Owing probably to the increased attention devoted to the cultivation 
of rice lauds, recourse was to an uniianal extent had to the provisions of tl e Land 
Improvement Loans Act, 1883, the advances under which aggregated Rs. 8,890 
distributed among 71 ryots in sums varying from Rs. 20 to Rs. 750. As regards 
the outstandings of previous years (Rs. 8,257), the percentage of recovery 
(48*77) compares unfavourably with the figure recorded during the preceding 
year (63*56), bub if account be taken of the realizations during the period April 
to June 1904, which is the season when coercive proceedings begin to show their 
effect, the arrear is reduced to less than 4 per cent, of the total amount. The 
realizations mider interest aggregated Rs. 386, and an additional sum of Rs. 299 
was recovered in the first quarter of 1904-1906. Several cases having been 
brought to light in wliioli advances under the Act had not been fully applied to 
the objects foi’ which they “were granted, metBSures were taken to secure syste- 
matic local inspection by the superior revenue establishment, and jamabemdi 
officers a, re now required to devote special attention to, thri point in the course 
of the annual examination of revenue accounts.

21. The standing information which should be incorporated in this chapter 
is printed at page 14 of the administration report for the year 1901-1902 
under the heading “ Legislating Authority.” 

22. During the period under report no notifications affecting Coorg were Conrn ot 
issued under the Scheduled Distidcts Act and no special regulations were pro- '•p*'"'*’''”' 
mulgated under 33 Victoriuj Chapter 3. Statement No. 12 contains a list of the 

Acts of the Govern or- General in Council which came into force in the province 
during the year. 

23. Particulars regarding the cognizable cases brought to notice during the 
year 1 903, whether reported to the police or instituted directly before the luagis- 
tracy, will be found in Statements 13 to 16 which give separate information 
as to the number of persona concerned. The total amount of cognizable crime 
repoi'ted — 668 oases — was somewhat greater than in the previous year (604) 
owing to a decided increase in the number of breaches of special and loc.'il 
laws, public nuisances and offences against the Excise Act, 1896; in other 
respects there was no marked variation in the class of crime. 

24. - One hundred and fifty-three cases were referred as false as against 1 84 
in the preceding year, a deoliiie which may be regarded with satisfaction if 
attributable to the increased attention paid in the year 1902 to the punishinent 
of persons presenting false complaints. Police investigation was refused in 1 1 
cases, of which eight were petty thefts. 

25. . The proportion of convictions obtained in cognizable cases investigated 
by the police continued to be high — 76’92 per cent, as against 75'78 in the pre- 
ceding year. Excluding public nuisances and offences against special and local 
laws which ordinarily terminate in conviction, the proportion of successful 
investigations was 46'49 per cent, gs against 47'89. Of 448 arrests by the 
police, 298 resulted in conviction. 

26. The solitary case of murder reported during the year did not come 
before the courts, as the offender, a clerk in the District Magistrate’s Court, 
committed suicide immediately after the commission of the crime, which consisted 
in the shooting of hie wife. A case of murder pending from the previous year 
was however dealt with by the Sessions Court, the offender being convicted and 
sentenced to transportation for life; he was a member of the half- wild Xuruba 
caste and had murdered a companion for a small sum of money in an out-of-the-way 
part of the country, both men being intoxicated at the time. When apprehended, 
he made no attempt to deny Die offence and at once showed the police where he 
had hidden the stolen property. His ignorance was such that when convicted 
it was found impossible to make him understand the effect of the sentence 
imposed. 

27. Six cases of daooity were reported, of which two were referred as false 
and one remained undetected. Of the thi-ee cases brought to trial, one ended in 
conviction while the other two were discharged, a result largely attributable in 
one instance to the apathy of the complainant. 

28. Prosecutions for preferring false charges were instituted in four cases 
and proved successful in two. The diminished resort to such prooedings when 
coupled with the reduced number of cases in which the criminal courts found it 
necessary to inflict fines for preferring frivolous or vexatious complaints may 
perhaps be regarded as further evidence of the salutary effect of the vigorous 
action taken in this direction during the preceding year. 

29. Statements Nos. 17 and 18 give particulara of non-cognizable crime, 
with which the police are but little concerned, their functions as a rule ending 
with advice to the complainant to address the nearest magistrate. 

30. Statement No. 19 furnishes details of the value of property lost and 
recovered in cases dealt with by the police. The percentage of recovery (41'03) at 
first sight compares unfavourably with the record of the previous year (69'97), 
but tbe variation is attributable to the complainant’s e.xaggeration of the value 
of the property carried away in the dacoity referred to at the close of paragraph 
27 sujira. If this case , be excluded from’ consideration, the percentage of 
recovery was 77’04.

Solitary confinement was awarded in one instance, and 41 persons were whqi’p'ed 
as against -1-3 and 32 respectively in the yeai-s 1902 and 1901. Notwitlistaiuliiig 
tliat the increase in the miniher of persons conidcted was mainly clue to prosecu- 
tions under the Excise and Police Acts, the unmber of persons sentenced to 
imprisonment ro.se in almost exact proportion to the iuci'ease in conviction,?. 

The aggregate amoiuit of the fines imposed (Es 5,787), as also tlie compensation 
paid (P,s. 1,438), shows a material increase over the lignves of the Yirevioiis 
year — Rs, 3,434 and Rs. 863 re.sjjcotively ; this is mainly attributable to addi- 
tional convictinna rmder the Excise Act which frequently coniioto compensatory 
payments by way of reward to informera or pci'Sou.g concerned in the prose- 
oiiticin.

■was the same as in the previons year, a'id in only nine cases was it found 
neoessaiy to interfere with the sentence imposed by the subordinate court, 
whereas modificatio.ia were directed in 14 instances during the year IbOiJ. 

43. There were 23 appeals to the Sessions Court, of which six were summaiily 
rejected, while in five cases the sentence was confirmed and in a like number 
it was reduced or reversed ; of the remaining seven appeals, three were pending 
at the close of the year and four were referred to the Judicial Commissionei' for 
disposal, as the Sessions Judge had himself dealt with the o :aes at an earlier 
stage in the proceedings. 

44. The Judicial Commissioner decided appeals from 11 individuals, of 
whom two obtained some modification, of sentence, while the remaining nine 
were entirely unsuccessful. 

45. There were in all 92 applications for revision as against 97 in 1 i 02. 
Of these, 88 were preferred to the Judicial Commissioner who refused interfer- 
ence in all but three cases and 21 were presented to the Sessions Court of which 
only two proved successful, while of the 33 applications dealt with by the District 
Magistrate 27 were dismissed, and six obtained some measure of suooeBS. 

46. As indicated in Statement No. 33, the trials before the Sessions Court 

were conducted with the aid of assessors, and in both cases the Jndge agreed 
with the assessors. ” 

The records and registers of all the subordinate courts were inspected 
by the District Magistrate during the year under report.

Of the total jail population dt,.'.; -n-eio convicted prisoners, 171 nndor-trials 
and 19 civil debtors. 

53. The number of convicts in cinstody on the 3ist December 1902 was 58 
and during the year under report there were 161 admissions, maldng- a total 
of 209, of whom 115 were released on expiry of sentence and one was transported 
to the Andamans, while eight were set at liberty on ipipeal, and five in honour of 
the Coronation of His Ma.je.stv the King-Eiiiperor ; there were lliii.s MO conwct.s 
under confinement on the 3 1 si December IS 03. There was a notevvoithy iiicreii.se 
in the number of literate convicts and Hindus formed a much hig-her yiroporiuju 
of the jail population than in 1 902. As usual, theft — especially from a building- — 
proved the offence most frequently re.su]ting in incarceration, hut bonse-brealcei's 
wei'e remarkably few as compared with the previous year ; old offendei'S on the 
ofchei' li^d were much more mituerous. 

a'4. Of the under- ti-iala, 52 -were subsequently oopyicted, one was transferrorl 
fy3 "Mysore, one died and 1 15 were released, and at the aloae of the year there 
remained ip custody only two persons as against three at the oommentement. 

35. Statements Nos. 43 to 48 furnish information regarding jail discipline. 
The number of offences committed by convicts (69) was lower than in the 

f reviouB year (69), hut six under-trial prisoners and one civil clehtoi- had also to 
e punished for breaches of jail discipline. Of the offences committed by 
oonviotq, 19 related to work, eight to receiving prohihitf-d arlieles, and 33 to 
other breaches of jail discijiliiie. Corpoi-al punishment was inflicted in six cases, 
thrice for wilfiil clestniction of Government property, twice for assault on 
another prisoner and once for inciting other prisoners not to work. Two escapes 
from the jail took place .siniiilthneonsly, but both fugitives were recaptured the 
following day by the police. Ten convicts were released under the mark rules 
during the year, the maximum remission earned beiug 195 days by a ouuviet 
under sentence of iinpriionmeut for five years. 

36. As u.sii.il, the diets were supplied departmentally in aooordaiico with the 
authai'ized scales, which are set out in Statements Nos. 49 to 52, and the result 
continued to be satisfactory- The quality of the food wiis good and the quantity 
sufficient to keep the prisoners in excellent health. The daily cost per head 
fell to one anna and seven pies or three pies less tluui iu the previous yerr, 
owing to the cheaper rates at -which rice and rur/i were jirocnralile. The gross 
oufliiy on articles of food was Ks. 2,479 excluding Its. 18 expended on extras, 
for patients in the jail hospital, a figure which compares favourably with that 
recorded during tlie preceding yr^ar (Us. 2,759 1, although llu- daily uvuruge 
btrengdi was slightly higher. 

67. During- the period under report a sum of Bs. 239 was S|)eiiL in inirchuning- 
clothing for the prisoners, cotton articles being obtained Iroin the hlgiu Hills 
and blankets from the Vellore Central Jail. 

58. Pure water continued to be obtained from the Mevearu resc-,'Vuir, and 
the icon servaucy arrangements were as nsual adequate ; the latrines are oo the 
dry-earth system and all the vessels and receptacles iu use wei'c kept in good 
order. Sfo accuniulatiou of filth vvas permitted near the jail, removal taking- 
place twice a day by means of municipal carts. 'The drainago was satisfactoiy, 
mid the general health of the prisoners excellent, the rate of sickness yin- 
of average strength falling from 22-56 to 6-98 and the mortality from -l.9-5() to 
13-95. The only death was that of an nnder-trial prisoner brought in suffci-ing- 
fi’om acute nephritis. Detailed statistics of health are given m Statumonte

59. Mtatemeut No. 57 shows the gain and loss in weight of the prisoners 
during their confinement. Judged by the weighinent test the yail regiine ivas 
satisfactory, for of 129 prisoners discharged from jail 82 gained iu weight and 
only 36 lost, the variation in the case of 17 of the latter being ondor five Jiounds. 
No convict wag released on medical grounds.

Mercam Municipnlity. 

07. The term of office of the elected and iioiniri.ated incmhei’.s of the com- 
mittee e.'qiired early in tlie year, and in the niontli of July i(; becauie necesBaiy 
to make ten fi'e.-ih appointments. Two new mombors were iiimiiiiiiteil by the 
Chief Conmiissiouer in the interests of the lliiroiieau and the Cuorg c. immunities 
EUld the ramainiiig- eight were elected as re])Veseutatives of the, Hhidu and Muham- 
madan population. The list of electors had been revised in tbe preceding month, 
but tlij cL'ction aroused praotioally no public iutei'est. T'liere was in fact no 
contest and seven of the former members were re-elected without opposition. 

At the 11 meetings held during tlie jea,r the average al.tendanco of e,i’-opiii> and 
non-official members was respectively 2-4-5 out of five and 5'!)1 out of ten. 

98. The actual I'eceipts of the period under report amounted to Rs. 1 7,787, 
a sum considerably iii excess of tbe budget estimate and Rs, 3,520 more than 
that realizad in tlio preceding year. The bulk of the increase urns the outcome 
of a TeYi.sion of tii.xAiun coupled with a change in tbe system of collection, the 
number of instalments of house-tax being reduced from four, payable in the 
period January to Apiil, to tlii'eo, falliug due on the 20tli of January, Fcbruaiy 
and Mavoii. Tim revision, which related especially to the tax on houses, was put 
in hand, luiumdiately after tlio completion of the municipal survey initiate J during 
the I'recuding y'ear, which led to the systematic rogi.stration of all houses and 
lands within mumcipal limits. The re.svilt ivas an inci'eaae of Rs. 1,921 in the 
aminal demand, against which must be sot off a reduction of Rs. 2(11 under 
iiio/hiitiirfii, a tax wliicli, tliong-h properly spoukmg leviable cm professions, litides 
and callings, had irregularly been assessed on vacant lion.se sites as well, einother 
factor which undoubtedly coiiti-ibuted to the inpirovemcnt in collectious was the 
rejilaoemcnt of the late Vice-President and municipal oversooi' by younger and 
more efficient men. The receijits under ‘ eonirilnitioim ’ were swelhd" by an 
extraordinary item of R.s. 573 being part of a. boopiost by llic late Mr. Pa.stiau 
Tl’iSouza in' favour of the. Mcrcara hospiital iu which he took s-pecial interest, 
liaving in his lifc-limo built the lying-in ward and the mmse's ipmrturs and at. 
his death loft fund.s for tho construction of the Kiiropean ward. Including 
11s. 3, 1 GO being the arrear outstanding at the conuneimoiiKait of the year, tho 
gross demand under all heads was Rs. 20,710, of 1 ,'hioli Us. 17,787 were' collected 
and Rs. 92 remitted, leaving a closing balance of Rs. 2,837, which has been reduced 
by subsequent recoveries to Rs. 873. 

ihl. Tbe eKtiinated expenditure was Rs. ]“),880 and the actual outlay 
Rs. 1 5,721 as cniiipai’od with Rs. 15,512 in the previous year. Tlie only items 
calling for .special cninmcnt are the ox-peuditure of R,s.

Sjiecial lueiitioii is made of the collection of iaterite as this inea,sui'c is part of a 
aystomatic .scheme for tho restoratiou of Ihe muuicipal roads to a ])i’opL'i’ condi- 
tion. Por .some jmars the expenditure on communications has been starved owing 
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cliitfly t’j the necessity of repaying the Government'- 'loan made in connection 
vinth tliL- conslructioa of the town roaervoir. The- paneity of mnnicipal funds has - 
rendered it impossible at once to remedy the shortcoming's of the past, hut during 
the period under report an estimate of the work raquirod was made and-a deuaite 
plan of action for the future svas drawn up, - which the repayment of the (dovei'n- - 
meut loan should render it possible to carry out in the course of the. next two 'or- 
three years, unless some unforeseen call - upon mimicipal revenues should arisBs''- 
In pursuance of this progranime the allotment for road repairs, increased from- 
Es.

The balance of the 
additioiiRl expciitlitni'e a.s compared ivith the preccdnitf vn’ar is made up of 
fictdtiou.s items, iiainelr, sum.s of Rs. 2,000 for the construction of drains and 
Rs. fiOO for the excavation of a iv'cll, which were imyirnperlv drawn as advances 
at the close of tlie year in order to prevent a lajiso of Inidget jirovi.sion. As in 
Mercara ,'i regular survey of the municipal area was ca, Tried out, plans on the scale 
of 63' inches to the mile being prepared. 

1 06. A sum of Rs. 3,345 was expended on the upkeep of the hospital at 
which 10,31? out-patients and 475 in-patients received treatment as compared 
with 12,477 and 542 reapeotively in the preidons year. Enll particnlars of the 
medical work, including vaccination, will be found in the statements cited in 
paragraph 1 00 liupfa ; it is proposed to utilize upwards of half a lakh of the 
special medical grant on the construction of fresh hospital buildings as in Mercara. 

107. The expenditure on conservancy was Rs. 2,564, but this does not 
include the very considerable outlay inciuTed in connection with plague. A 
special supervisor and disinfeotiug staff were engaged at a total cost of some 
Rs. 1,350, including a sum of Es. 250 granted as special remuneration for good 
work on the part of the hospital assistant and other subordinates employed, while 
Rs. 526 were expended on rations for plague patients and contacts of the poorer 
classes when under segregation, Rs. 673 as compensation for articles destroyed 
or outlay on the ro-oonstruetdon of hubs burnt down, Es. 100 on the filling in 
of an insanitary tank, the drainage of wliicb percolated along a street p.irticnlarly 
infected with plague, and Rs. 1 ,000 on the ])iu’chase of medicines and bedding 
for plague patients, kerosene oil for di.siufection work and miscellaneou,5 other 
items. The disinfecting staff carried out its work in an exoeedmgly thorough 
manner and apart from the performance of its special plague duties materiaUy 
improved the general sanitation of the town by the clearance and excavation of 
petty drains, the removal of lantana and other rank undergrowth and the 
cleansing of baokyavds, while as in Mercara the opportunity was taken to remove 
numerous euoroaolimonts on the puldic streels. Some idea of the extent of the 
operations conducted may be gatborod from the fact that no less than S89 houses 
were flisinfeoted. The circumstance that the town has since been happily 
immune from plague is doubtless largely altrdmtable to the efficacy of these 
measures. 


108. The closing balance was Rs. ‘l■,352, a sum which it is essential to keep 
in reserve in view of the possibility of the recurrence of plague, .

109. The term of office of the members of tlie municipal oomiiiittBB.s of 
Rrasoipct, Somwarpet and ICodlipet havuig c.xpired, these local bodies wero 
reconstituted in June 1 903. In order to improve their fiuauces the sanction of 
the Chief Cominissioucr was obtained during the year for the levy of a tax on 
animals and carriages, but this did not actually come into force until after the 
close of the period under report.. As stated in paragraph 06 tuipra, it is probable 
that these cominitlees ivill shoitly be abolished, the areas under their control 
behig notified under Chapter XI of the Central rrovrinces Municipal Act, 1 903. 

1 1 0. The average attendance at the seven meetings held by the Fi'aserpet 
Committee was out of a total strength of nine members. The income of the 
year (Rs. 847) exceeded the expenditiu’e by Rs. 9 and the closing balance con- 
sequently rose to Rs. 646. A sum of Rs. SO was expended on eradication .of 
lantana within municipal limits, but the plague outlay (Rs. 82) was met by a 
special grant from the District Board. 

111. The Somwarpet Committee held eight meeting’s at which the average 
attendance was 7'87, the total strength being ten. Tlie receipts ol' the year 
amounted to Es. 1,306 and the expenditure to Rs. 1 ,044, leaving a closing balance 
of Es. 1,100. 

112. At the five meetings held by the Kodlipet Committeo the average 
attendance was 6'6 out of a total stren^h of nine members. Tho total income 
was Rs. 841 and the expenditwe Es. 77 1, the closing balance being Rs, 278. 
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Miiitiiy. 113. Particulars nf the progress made -witii the construction of the barracks 

and rifle range required For the 71st Coorg Eifles will be found in paragraph 146 
infrn. wliich details the expenditure on military works. Staitements Nos. 31 to 
33 furnish information as to tie extent to winch recruiting operations had pro- 
gressed by tie close of tie year 1903—1904, indicate tie ilass of recruit enlisted 
and give details of tie distribntion and employment of tie men.

T4ie 
defective plij^sique of many of tie recruits and tie prevalence of (Iip military 
offence of abRenoe 'without leave ouinmatiug more than once in .'ictual di'siuition 
gave rise to further doubts as to tie expedience of co'ntiunmg the eX[)Oi'iiiieiii, of 
forming a class regiment of Coorgs. The question was engaging the attention 
of tie highest military authoritie.s towards the close of tie year, but no' final 
deci,Rion was arrived at during tic period under report.

2y has been 
charged on good coffee grown on hdne * land; while pef contra- large areas 
are held free of: assessment or at f.ivourable rates in consideration of a variety 
of cironmstanoes,. among which tho following may bo enumerated as the rnost

relief to small h^h]el■^ A plications foi reductions of assos.siaeiit were less ex- 
tensive than in tho [irovioiis year, but the aggregate amount is auilicient to show 
bow widely spread is the deterioration of coffee, for during the periud under 
consideratioii 2,506 acres were granted remissions to the iiinount of Es 2,942. 

120. The 1,107 acres shown in Statement No. Sit as cultivated rvith carda- 
moms are made up of three items, namely, (1 )jainn mnlh (171 acres), (2; leased 
malh (419 aces', and i3) coffee-asses.sed anaJh f.hlT acres). The aggregate 
holdings under these headings were respectively 13,737 acres. .53,967 acres .md 
10,88(i acres; the revenue assessed on them was Its. 1,4*0, Es. l'2,3G8 imd Its. 
10,462, the two former items being credited to forests and the latter to Land 
Eevenue. The iissessmeut on coffee-assessed nuilh has from time to time 
been reduced to Re. 1 per acre, the aggregate reduction granted being Es. lOj-lSS. 

121. The area sliown in Statement No. S-t under orchards and garden 
produce is made up of '.281 acres of arecamit and ooooaimt and 2,698 acres of 
orange groves. The latter figure, which includes the ],.'.93 acres referred to in 
pjaragraph 117 iitpra as, held on the coffee tenure, is 268 acres below the extent 
re -urded in the previous year, a variation ascribed to tho dying out of old trees 
and the ravages of a parasitic growth which has not previously been observed

■ 122. Statement Ifo. 8-5 sets out the average a.ssessment of land snitable ■'or 
the cultivation of the principal crops and the estimated no nnal produce, wliile 
the rates of daily hire prevailing at Meroara are given in Stateinout No, 86. 
The prices of the staple food-grains coatiimed to be normal, and the supply of 
labour was on the whole adequate. 

1 23. Statement No. 87 reproduces the ligiirea collected in 1 899-1 900 for 
the quinquennial return of the Kve-stook, ploughs and carts in the province. 
The compilation of statistics regarding cattle mortality has been discontinued 
in aooordauoe with the orders of Government. 


■ We.«teEMd 124'. The total rainfall recorded at the head-quarters of the province was 
crops. 1S9-.J,8 inches aa against 120 '65 inches in the preceding year and an avornge of 
122'60 for the past decade. The rice crop was, if anything, above the averai^e 
and the yield of coffee decidedly good. The out-tni'ii under the latter liond has 
been estimated by the land I’ecord eatabUshmeut at 4,640 tons or about 1,000 tons 
less than the figure adopted for the preceding year. The traffic statistics 
compiled at the frontier toll-gates and the returns supplied by the principal 
firms which cure and e.xport Coorg coffee give reason to suppoBO that tho esti- 
mate framed in both years is materially in excess of the real figures, but tho fact 
remains that the crop for 1902-1903 wa.s exceptionally good and that for 1903-1904 
much better than was to be expected having regard to tlio exhausting yield of 
the previous year. This circnmstajmo taken together with a slight recovery in the 
price of coffee has effected an appreciable improvement in the cuiiditioii nnd 
proapeots of the planting community. The cardaniom crop was good, lint fhe 
prices continued to be disastrously low.

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1 28. The outlay oil iHnldinija lB.g. 1,580) included a sum of Rs. 785 ex- 
pended on constructing a ranger’s office and quarters at Tittimatti, the balance 
being devoted lo tLie re[jair of existing structures. 


1 29. The nmulier of fori‘sf, iiffrnres reported (29) continued be low. They 
consisted chiefly of illicit grazing in forest areas and potty offences such as the 
destruction of sandal trees. Of the total nnmbei- of cases, 25 were compounded 
on payment of pound fees or the compensation fixed by the forest officer, and in 
only four instances was it found necessary actually to proceed to a criminal trial, 
conviction being obtained in. two cases, while two were still pending disposal at 
the close of the year. Of the tiu-ee prosecutions remaining on hand at the oom- 
mencement of the year, two terminated in conviction and the third in dismissal 
for want of evidence. 


130. There were in all seven forest fires covering an area of 1,856 acres as 
against 10 outbreaks in the preceding year afiecting 2,146 acres. Those out- 
breaks, which ocenrred respectively in the Mawkal (3), Cauvory (3) and Hatgat 
(1) ranges, were in five instances caused by inoeuebavism, the other two fires, 
which affected an area of 215 acres, being the r-esult of carelessness on the pai’t 
of the subordinates in charge of line-burning operations. 

131. The areas presoi’ibed by' the sanctioned plana for the year were duly 
thrown open to ijrmwui, the revenue derived from ■u'-hich iuolndiug tli .0 sale- 
proceeds of grass amounted to Es. 1,027 as against Es. 1,245 in the preceding 
year. The number of cattle admitted on payment of the usual fees deolined 
from 3,101 to 2,494 ; the decrease is attributed partly to the diminished ure 
of cattle as agencies for the supply of manui-e on coffee-estates and partly 
to the spread of lantana -which affords additional cover for -wild animals and 
makes the ryots prefer to use the pasturage -within their own holdings in 
lieu of sending thoir cattle to distant grazing-grounds. hTee grazing was also 
as usual permitted to individuals enjoying the customary right thereto. The 
grazing requirements of the villages ad 3 oinmg the reserved forests in Worth 
Coorg formed the subject of special proposals from the Deputy Conservator, 
which received the sanction of the Chief Commissioner during the* year but wore 
not actually given effect to until after its close. 

1 32. The etilfiuril nperritions of the year included the clearance of lantana 

and other wild growth from the plantations in North Coorg and measures for the 
artificial reproduction of sandalwood and teak. An area of 126 acres in Yedava- 
nacl and BO acres in Kai'gode was sown with sandal seed, and trees affected with 
spike continued to bo systematically uprooted, a measure whiclv ajipears snocess- 
fully to check the spread of the disease. It is to be regretted tliut the enquiries 
as to the origin of spike have as yet not resulted iu the discovery of any other 
reinodial uioasnres. de]iartiuental hmnries* were as usual wooded and cleared 

of undergrowth and iuferioi- trees, teak plants being raised with the help of the 
oustoniary rewards to the Knrnbars employed on this -work. The total outlay 
iiionrred under this head was Es. 3,156. 

133. During the year 79,177 cubic feet of thrdier were felled depart- 
mentally in the reserved fureste as against 104,924 enbie feet in the previous 
year, while the sales amounted to 102,826 cubic feet including a stock of 28,138 
cubic feet of the previous year’s fellings and 1,359 cubic feet of ebony floated 
do-wn for sale at Baliapatain in the Malabw district. The timber felled by pur- 
chasers amounted to 55,757 cubic feet, or somewhat less than half the abnormal 
quantity tal^en in the previous year ; a lai-ge portion of the decrease related to 
payments for the timber-growtli on land taken up under the W aste Land Enle.s. 
The sn.iiilalwouil collections aggregated 211 tons at an average cost of E. 3 .- 24-11-7 
per ton, and a revenue of Its. 1,02)665 rvas realized from the sale of 204 tons, the 
prices obtained being somewhat lugher than in the previous year. The number of 
hnmhoos r’einoved declined from 3 38,166 to 117,040.

136. Fiw r/nutfs of forest produce 'were made to deserving ryots to the 
aggregate extent of 18 trees, IG cartloads of poles and po.sts and 5,737 bamboos, 
an amount not differing materially from the grants made in the previous year. 

1 37. The dcplimii-mielmuj operations initiated in 1902 continued to bo 
attended -with success, nine animals being captured during the period under' 
report, of 'which two were sold and one died of disease, the reinaining six being- 
under training at the close of the year. As the latter a|ipoa)' to be 'well snitod- ' 
to departmental requirements, some or all of tliiun should soom.bo cmjdoyod on ' 
the eradication of lantana or the haulage of timber. The cost of their captxtre ' 
and training during the year was Rs. 1,880: 

1 38. Inchidmg remittances to foreign treasuries and hook adjiistments the- 
total revenne and expenditure of the year amounted roapcctivoly to Rs. 2,24,053 ‘ 
and Ra. 92,191 *. The nett surplus realized was thus R.s. 1,31,862 or Rs. 30,5-70 i 
in excess of the profit derived during tho year 1902-1 90:1, which itsolf consti-i 
tuted the record figure in the lustory of the department. 

1 -59. Tiiere were no important administrative changes during the year; The 
department continued to he in the executive charge of Mr. 0. D. McCarthy, who 
is responsible for the efficiency of the operations conducted and the aatisihotory 
financial result, s achieved. Mr. E. 0. M. Masc,arenhas, an Extra Assistant Con- 
servator from the Madras Eorest Department, suoocoded Mv, I-Tnii.VRi'y i'll the 
charge of the .sub-division.

143 There are no manufaetures in Coorg in the larger sense of the term. 
Ihe distil ory at 4 raseiqiet no longer comas within the iiooepted definition of 
factory the number of Imnds employed tlieroin luiviug falloii below 25 since 
under the present system of contract the bulk of tho arrack used in the proriiioe 
is imported from Madras and meiely diluted in the distillery preiriises.

14o. Ill chilling charges debited to Militaxy Worlcs and outlay on stock not 
charged against any sanctioned work, the expenditure for the year was 
Rs. 0,55,479 * out of a grant of Rs. 3,70,804. The lapse was due to Bliort 
expenditure, chiefly on “ Civil Works ” and “Irrigation.” 

140. Under illi'Zi/nry lF(jr/.w the total expenditure amounted to Rs. 1,08,130 
against, a final grant of Rs. 1,42,792. The lapse i.s accounted for by short , 
expenditure on riie construction of the native infantry lines due to the late 
receipt of timber and tiles from certain contractors. During the period 
under re 20 ort the ivorks brought to completion were four blocks of liarracks for 
single men with kitchens and wells, two bells of arms and the rifle range. In 
addition to these, three blocks of single barracks, six block, s of native officeiis’ 
quarters, ono armourer’s shop, the quarter guard and cells were brought to an 
advanced stage, and four blocks of married quarters and one barrack for single ' 
men were commenced; -while a sum of Rs. 25,512 was expended On the purchase 
of a me.ss-honse 'and officers’ quarters aird improvements to these and other 
buiklings intended for occup'ation by officers. The charges on account of establish* 
ment, tools and plant, which aggregated Rs. 17,359, were calculated at the sauie 
rate as for civil works. 

147. The expenditure on dvU hmldbuja aggregated Rs. 20,994 as against a' (Ciiii.) 
total grant of Bs; 38,528. The lapse is .attributable chiefly to the late receipt of 
sanction in respect of a number of e,sti mates, notably those relating to the odn- 
atruotion or extension of police lines at Kodlipet, Sanivarsante, Kadietjiad;. 
Snntikoppa and Napoklu, and the I’e-modeUing of the roof of the Oommissioner’s 
revenue office ; a further cause is to be found in the undoubted difficulty of ' 
obtaining labour and materials in the Iviggatnad taluk, where police lines and 
quarters for revenue subordinates were under construction. Of the total ex- 
penditure, Rs. 7,248 related to the ordinary repairs to existing buiklings and 

Rs. 8,874 to misoellaneous minor iiiiprovemeuts, chiefly extensions to police inul 
revenue buildings coming under the ciitegory of original works, of which the 
only item on, fling for special meiition is the conslrnctiou of qnai'ters for the 
ndd 2 '>nTpntlir/(ir i and Hhniilmi/in-.i 'r at Xapoklii. There remains tlio outlay on 
“ major original works” (R-s. 10,8711, of wliich Rs. 4,799 were expended on re- 
modolling the roof of the Couimisrioner's j'evenue ofiico. aud the. halanoo on the 
construction of police liue.s at Kodliiiet, Sauivansanto, Kadietnad and Annnatti. 

148. The outlay on i-umminih'at'wiiH was Rs. l,39,35o against a gi'ant of 
Bs. 1,42,753. I’he lapse -was duo to a saving on the estimated cost of comple- 
ting the Hatti aud'Madiqnir bridges mid to short cxpeiidituve on the oonsti'uc- 
tion of an inspection bungalow at Xajjoklu in consequence of the late receipt of 
the sanctioned estimate. Of the total sum, Rs. 20,808 are classed under 
original worlcst, the only item of real importance being the con-stniotioii of the 
Wyn-a'ad road. Several of the minor bridges on this useful line of cominimioation 
were comploted and the large bridg&s over the Lakshmaiiatirtha aud Eaina,n!itirtha 
rivers were brought to an lulvanced stage. The total outlay incurred w-as 
Rs. 13,632, great difficulty being a.s usual exjierieiiccd in securing and retaining 
labour, owing to the nnhealthinos.s of the locality. The other major works on 
which expenditure was inenn'ed were the construction of an inspection bungalow 
at ISTapoldii, the completion of the approaches to the Hatti and Madapnr bridges 
and the buikliug of stone culveits on the main roads connecting Meroara ivith 
Rraserjigt aud Siddhaiiur. The minor works include only two items of interest, 
namely, the rebnilrling of two hridgas on the main north roful iieiir iSanivarsaiite 
wliich were swept away by heavy floods. 

149. Excluding the usual outlay on the ujikeep of inspection bnngidows 
and cooly lines, the expenditure on repairs to communications w'na Rs. 1 ,09,1 30, 

The existing communications were maintained at an average co.st per mile of 
Rs. 688 for metalled and Rs. 150 for unmetalled roads, the mileage under these 
heads beiilg respectively 143 aud 72.

aaioimteci to Es. 12,500. "Tlio lapse is ascribed to the late receipt of sanctioned 
e^tiniatoa for improvements to the Kiicllui*, Hcri-Xore .Ttid Talnr tanks and to 
short expenditure on the CMkle Hole and B,anp;asa.iimdra channels to sickness 

among- the coolies and the closure of the reserved f<ii'c,st.s during' the fire si^ason. 
A sum of Es. 4,100 -was, ho-wever, expended on tlie.se channels, wliicli together 
"vvith the Hevanur anient constitute the most iuiportiint items oi work during the 
year. The anient was completed, but sviffcrcd such damage trom floods that 
. its reconstnictiou has become necessary. The minor works completed during 
the year include improvements to the Ag’gali-Dalavay and Kiri-Hodli tanks. 
Considerable attention -was devoted to the investigation of similar minor projects, 
■while the Executive Engineer personally examined the larger soheme.s under con- 
sideration during the previous year, namely, the proposal to construct anicuts 
across the Lakshmanatirtlia. and Harangi rivers. In ord er finally to ascertain the 
practicability of carrying out these projects and iin]iroving tbe irrigation facilities 
of the province, appKoation has been made for the a.ppointinant ot the special 
establishment which is necessary for this purpose. 

151. Excluding the proportion debited to military works, the gross ex- 
penchture on mtahlislivmni, tools avcl plant vrss Es. 36,ti04. The percentage of 
establishment to -works for the entire province renclied the uuu.sually low^ figure 
of 16-2. Debits to suspense heads and exiiendituvo finally oliarged in England 
acGoimt for a further outlay of Es. 2,832, a [lortian of -which related to the 
purchase of tools. 

152. In addition to the outlay referred to above a sum of Es. 32,824 was 
expended by the Public Works Department on works raider the control of the 
District Board, 

153. The department continued to be under the oonti’ol of Oaptfliii 
S. G. Eivett-Carnne, E. B., until February lii04, when tluit oHiccr loft Tiulia and

155. The inorea.se in the Forest demand is attrilmtabla to tho .sale of a 

larger quantity of timber and sandalwood. The variation utidtir Excise is io be 
a.scribed partly to the increased consumption of arrack and partly to a cliangc in 
the method of working out the demand, 'which in the report for 1902-1903 in- 
correctly excluded an instalment of still-head duty relating' to the previous year 
but actually falling due in the period imder e.onsideration. The decline nntlev 
Land Revenue is the result of reductions of assessment granted in respect of 
deteriorated coffee estates, while the fall under Miscollaneoua is accoirated for by 
a, decrease of R.s. 2,640 under Stamps consequent on tho diminished resort to 
litigation and of Es. 1,620 under Income-tax attributable to tlio ral.sinn- id' the 
assessable minimum. °

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1.j 7. The cliargeil actniiisi. nett income is 'tailed in Statement Finance. 

Ko. 93 and amounted to Rs. 0,97,72 ! as a;ja,insi lU. 5,97 I'S-l in tlie previous 
year. The increase of Rs. 1,40,074 is cxplfliueil by additional expenditure under 
Military (+Rs, 41,863) and Public IVork.s ( + Rs. 1,21,877') consequent on the 
outlay incurred on the “Ist tJoorg- Hides and the provi.sion of a rifle ran.^e. and 
barracks therefor. The heavy expenditure under these heads accounts tor the 
deficit of Rs. 1,34,027, Tvhich rvas tiro nett outcome of the Imperial tvan.sactions 
of the year. If allorvainoa be made, horvever, for the forest receqits otlier than 
cash qrayments made at the Coors treasuries — vide paiugraph 1 78 i«/ra — the 
deficit is reduced to Rs. 1,B14. 

158. Statement No. 94 exhibits the cimli trail t^irtimi.i of tin; Coorg 
treasuries during the year. The total receipts (Rs. 18,70,501) declined by 
Rs. 5,1 1,431 OTving to a material reduction in (be anionnt of reniittance.s received 
from other treasuries; the variation under this bead is explained partly by 
a. decline in the amount of supply bills is.sued by other tvpiisnrics and payable in 
Ooorg ( — Rs. 2,16,500), and partly by the cirenmstanoe that the cash balance on 
hand at the commencement of the year rvas sufficiently largo to admit of being 
reduced by a sum of Rs 3,70,061, replenishment being deferred until after the 
close of the year. The only important variation on the other side nf Ilia 
account consisted of an increase of Rs, .50,012 unde" dejiosits, due to n cli oige in 
the method of disbursing the pay of tahik establishments ; cash orders vi-i c n-siicil 
at head-quarters in lieu of the old system of pas.sing the actual estiiblishment 
pay-bills for payment at the sub-trensnries ; the transaot.ion.s thus appear on both 
aides of the personal deposit accounts. 

159. The expenditure (Rs. 22,40,662) exhibits a decrease of Es. 86,788 as 
compared with the transactions of 1902-1903. The variations were under supply 
bills and remittance transfer receipts paid ( — Rs. 2,82,443), remittances to other 
treasuries ( — Ha. 81,301), depo.sitspaicl (-t-Rs. 56,384) and the nclditional disburse- 
ments — chiefly in couuoction with the expenditure on the 71st Coorg Rifles and 
military buildings — detailed in Statements Nos. 92 and 93 (-i-Es. 1,66,' Sil). The 
variatiou under supply bills &c. is the re.snlt of redin-ed expenditure on ooRce 
estates, while the fall iu rewittances to other treasuries i.s due to the circuinstB ice 
that a much smaller quantity of uucnrient coin was available for desi'iitcli to tho 
reserve treasury in Madras, The increnso niidcr payment of deposits curn-spnnds 
to the advance in receipts under that bend. The closing cash balance w.is Its, 
2,25,116, or Rs. 3,70,061 loss than in the previous year. 

160. Statement No. C ooinpare.s the demand and collection of Land Esvenue 
during the yeai' and thiit pi'cceding it. As stated in paragraph 5 .s'wpra, where 
the variations under this lu-iid me exphiined, the total demand iuclucHiig the out- 
standing' balance (B.s, 1,49,294) amounted to Rs. 4,89,748, of which Rs. 3,74,8.j0 
nere collected and Rs. 1 0,6 1 1> remitted, leaving an out, standing balance of 
Rs, 1,04,288 at the close of tlie year. 

161. No revenue is derived in Oonrg from Ralt or Customs, aud dm receipts 
from the sale of 0|iium are included under the head “Excise”; no opium is 
p'oduced in the province, 

162. 8tate neiit-i Nos. O.j ind 96 compare the receipts, charges lui.l surplus 
under Excise during tlie two years 1902-1903 and 1903-1 904. There was iiu 
iiioi ease of Rs 5,525 in the nett surplus (Es. 1,76,900), chiefly^ due to addi- 
tioiuil iccoipts under still-lieiirl duty (+Es. 3,715) and rent on toibJy trees 
( + Rs. 1,326); reiilizution.s from duty and license foes on beer iiggregatnig 
Rs 941 also contributed to the improvement in revenue, t.lther items of reeei|it 
exhibited no iii ike.l vaiiation, and thei'e was no appreciable oluauge iu the 
charges incurved 

163. Stafeineiit, No 97 details the number of distilleries, whole, sale depflts 
and retail shops fur liquor and dimgs licensed during tlie year under report and 
that iminediaiely iirecoding it. At the instance of the Nilg'iri Brewery Company 
two lioeii.ses for the sale of brer were issued tenable at Mm-cara and Virajendra- 
pet respectively, tho average monthly consumption being 221 gallons at the 
former qilace and i 28 gallons at the latter. Each sliop-keeqicr is required to pay a 
iiiontlil)' fee of Rd, I 5 together ivdth duty on actual consumption at the rate of two 
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annas per gallon. In addition to these taverns five Eamp.i.iu liquor shops oontiimed 
to lie open at Meroara (2), GonikoppaJ, Virajendrapet and Siddhapnr, the three 
former enjoying Tvholesale as well as retail privileges ; the revenue derived from 
these shops consists solely of license fees calcnhited at Rs. 210 per annum for 
wholesale shops and Rs, 1 20 for retail. As usual tlioi'e were only four depots for 
the wholesale issue of ni-raci’, located respectively atMei’cara, Virajendrapet, Cloiu- 
koppal and Fraserpet, Of the 55 retail taverns licensed to vend country spirits in 
I 902-1903, one — at Mnrnad — was closed during the year owing to the death of the 
licensee and the oirouinstance that the local sales did not justify the continuanco 
of a second shop in that village. The feasibility of fmtlier reducing the nmubor 
of arrack taverns in Coorg lias recently been under consideration, and a scheme 
is now being drawn up to prorddefor systematic reductions in the future. The 
year under report witnessed a similar i-eforin in regard to toddy shops, the num- 
ber of wbich had during the preceding decade been nllnwed to increase out of all 
proportion to the reasonable needs of the po|mlalion owing to the practice of iiidis- 
orimmately complying with the dcrnancls of the contractors who purchase the 
monopoly of selling toddy, which is annually aticfcioned mill by niul. Before the 
sales for 1903-1904 were held, publicity was given to i he inleution to restrict toddy 
licenses with reference to local convenience, the population resident in the vici- 
nity and the distance between adjacent shops. A definite maximum number 
of shops was prescribed for each nud, and successful bidders were required to 
send in lists of the licenses applied for. Maps were prepared indicating the 
location of the shops proposed, and each application uas subjected to a thorough 
scrutiny with reference to the advertised conditions, particular care being taken 
to eliminate superfluous shops situated on the road-side and to cousnlt the con- 
venience of local residents. The result was a reduction in tlio iminboi' of shops 
from 586 to 356, and it is satisfactory to observe that this salutary reform was 
accompanied by a rise of over He. 1,000 in revenue. There was no ebango in the 
number oiopiuvi, (4) and shops (5), both drugs being sold as usual at 
Mercara, Yirajendra]jet, Gonikoppal and Som warpot, wliilo ganja was also on vend 
at Sanivarsante. Rules to regulate the manufacture and sale of w,flhytali‘d spiritH 
in Coorg were promulgated in the Chief Commissioner’s Notilication No. 67, 
dated 12th August 1901, but the notification was “ lioiioiirod in the lircucb ’’ 
until an accident brought it to the notice of the present Commissioner, and steps 
were taken to bring the trade in metbyhitod spirits under oontrol. No Too is 
collected in respect of these licenses, of wliich eight woi'o issued during the 
year under report, tenable at Meroara (5), Aunnatti (2) and Gonikojipid (I) 

■ 164, Statement No. 98 givespartiorJars of the consumption of beer, arrack 
opium and other drugs, while Statement No. 99 exhibits the iiicideiioo of con- 
sumption 0.11 the population of the province and Statement No, 100 details tlie 
demand, collection and balance of e.vcise revenue during the period under report. 
By far the largest proportion of revenue was contributed by Htill-lioad duty 
h-om arrack. On the expiry of the contract for 1902-1903 teiii'lorH wore invited 
tor tae exclusive privilege for llie mauLifac.tnre and wholesale vend of arrack in 
tiic provnice and the luost favourable offer, namely that of tlio out-goiiio- con- 
tractors, Messrs, Parry cSd Co. of Madras, was accepted. Aecordiiig to the j 
terms proposed the duty leviable on actual issues was Rs 4-1-1 yior gallon or 11 
pies less than in the previous year. The contractors wove required to maiinfiic- 
ture arrack from ]aggery, which is the variety mo,st acceptable to the local popu- 
ation, and the gupphes were imported under bond from their distilleiy at Nelli- ‘ 
kiippain in the South Arcut district, the. premises at Madapaliui being used ,sole- 
hquor and ite dilution to proper strength.

dered it necpssaiy to indent on the Collector of Ki-tna for half the annnal I'0_ Fin«Be€. 
qairements, and ten maimds ol' the drug -were obtained fro-.n that district at a 
cost which rendered it neoessai-y to raise the retail selling price from Rs. 5 to 
Ks. 6 per seer. ^ This ci roimistance is probably responsible for the decline in the 
retail sales, which aggregated 769 seers or 1 24 seers less than in the previous' 
year. Later on in the year, however, it was found possible to pi'ocure cheaper 
ganja from North Aroot and ten ma-unds were, obtained from that dist.ict. Ex- 
cluding the receipts from duty and license fees, there was, however, no p; oflt to 
Government from the sale of ganja. 

167. Statement No. i 01, which details the penal proceedings instituted 
under the Excise Act, 1 896, indicates increased activity on the part of the pre- 
ventive staff, the total number of prosecutions rising fiom 50 to 80. The increase 
related chiefly to offences connected with the illicit distillation of paddy arrack, 
a practice which is deplorably common in Coorg, and the unlicensed cultivation 
of hemp which was possibly stimulated by the temporary rise in the price 
of ganja. The proportion of convictions secured (80 per cent.) was lower than 
in the previous year, but there was a mateiial increase in the realizations from 
fines (B,a. 1 ,075) and a proportionate rise in the amount disbursed on account of 
rewards (Rs. 538). 

1 68. 'Statement No. 1 02 details the inspection work performed by the 
excise establishment during the year, which may on the whole be regarded as 
adequate. 

169. Statements Nos. 103 to 10-5 give p.articnlars of the receipts and 
charges under Stamps. The only matters calling for notice under this head 
are (i) a decline of Rs. 2,547 in the gross revenue realized from the sale of 
court-fee stamps, resulting presumably from diminished rosort to litigation, and 
(ii) a slight increase in charges due to an unusual number of refunds of the 
value of unused or spoilt non-judicial stamps. These two variations account for 
the fall of Rs. 3,081 in the nett revenue from stamps (Ks. '12,4'22). 

170. Statement No. 106 shows the number of licensed vendors (9*) and 
the amount of discount allowed to them for the sale oE stamps. 

171. Statement No. 107 fnrni.sbe.s particulars of the duty and penalty 
levied on insufficiently stamped documents, while Statement No. 1 08 details the 
number of prosecutions instituted under the Stamp Act and the results i^lereof. 
Convictions were obtained in all the eight oases instituted and the fines levied 
aggregated Rs. 48 as against Ks. 3 1 in the preceding year. 

172. Erom Statement No. 109 it will be seen that there were four applica- 
tions for probate and letters of administration, in which it was found necessary 
to test the valuation of estates The. enquiries resulted in the conclusion that 
the fees pi’oposed were correct. 

173. Statement No. 110 shows the collection of income-tax levied upon iocoino-i:r, 
salaries, pensions, etc., paid by Government, the aggregate amount (Rs. 2,174) 

being Rs. 524 less than in 1902-1903; the decline is mainly attributable to 
the raising of the taxable minimum in April 1903. As in previous years, there 
were no as.ie.ssments to income-tax under the head “ profits of companies. ” 

174. Statement No. Ill gives particulars of the trifling re.ilizations from 
interest on securities — Rs. 44. The following Government seonritlos to the 
aggregate amount of Rs. 1 7, 8u0 were exempted: — the Morcara, School Endow- 
ment Plantation Fund, Rs. 7,509; the Thomson Prize Fund, Rs. 1,000; the 
Fraser Endowment Fund, Rs, 500; the immstmeuts of the civil dispensaries, 

Rs. 6,000; and municipal investments, Ks. 2,800. 

175. Statement No. 112 details the collections under all the heads of assess- 
ment. The change in the taxable nainimmn accounts for practically the whole 
of the decrease in the realizations under (n.) salaries, pensions, ^c., paid by 
Government and local authorities ( — ^Rs. 660), and (J) other sources of income 
( — Rs. 489), while an additional factor in the case of (c) salaries, etc., paid by 
oompauies and pi ivate employers ( — Rs. 1,1 39) is to be found in the circum- 
stance that the adverse conditions affecting coffee-planting led to considerable 
reductions in salaries and establishment for purposes of economy.

1 77. The collection of the tax as usual devolved on the ordinary vevoinio 
establishment of the province and no extra expendituro was iiicnrred on the 
assessment during the yeai' under report. The h'irst Assistant Oomnnsaioncr, 
and the ynbofdinate Judge continued to exercise the fnnction.s of Collectors of 
inoomeTtax.

Oooi'g or adjusted by book transfer, amounted to Rs. 2,2-1,0.53 as compared with 
Rs. 1,90,729 in the previous year and the charges to Rs 89,()53 as an-niust 
Rs. 89,779.

181. Endeavours to record marriage statistics having been confined 
municipal areas, it is only the five towusbips of Mercara, Virajeudrapet, Prasetpet, 
I'onnva 'pet and Kodlipet, "n'liiGli are dealt rvitL in Statement No 114 giving 
paiticiilars of the births, deaths and marriages during the year 1903. 'I lie 
marked excess of deaths (744) ovi'r births (225) is chiefly due to the laartalifcy 
among immigrant coolies admitted for treatment m the municipal lio.spitals at 
Mercara and Virajeudrapet. 

185. fltatement No. 1 1 5 sho\v.s the births registered in each of the five taluk.s. 
The total number recorded (4,787. was 468 moi'e than in tlio previous year, the 
increase being especially marked in the Padiuallmad anil Nanjurajpatna taluks. 
The birth-rate for the entire province, namely 26'51 per rai//e, continued to be 
low, a oiroumstauue which, as was remarked in the administration report for the 
year 1902' — 190.3, is “attributable riot ,so much to defeitive registration as to the 
“ inclusion in the census figures of large numbers of temporary residents, who 
“ oonie to work on coffee estates or elsewhere during a few months of the 
“ year imaceompaiiied by their families.” The ooi’rectness of this explanation 
is confirmed by. the ■ciroumstaiice that the birth-rate wa.s.partioularly low. in 
Mercara and Yedenalkiiad, i.e., the two taluks in which coffee 'Cultivation is 
especially prevalent ; in the remaining three tiiluks the birth-rate was 3L!'52. 
Male births continued to be slightly more nnmoroii.s tlian female, but the distri- 
bution betweeu»the sexes was veiy nearly equal. 

186. Statement No. 116 oompavoa the birth and death registration, giving 
particulars according to sex and detailing the principal c.aiises of death. Of the 
total number of deaths recorded (5,676), it i,s reported that 608 occurred among 
individuals not permanently resident in the piovinoe Tlie moitality was con- 
siderably higher than in the previous year (4,8.'^7), owing chiefly to the increased 
prevalence of fever, which was I’espoiisible for 661 additional deaths. Plague 
a, nil small-pox also contributed to the increase. Owing to the distribution of the 
sexes deaths were much more niimerou.s anioiig m;de.s than among fennles, though 
the rate per iiiiUe was slightly higher in the latter case, ris., 32'23 as against 
30-78. 

187. Statement No. 117 dotails the iiioi tulity diu-irig- the several months of tlvo 
year. As usual the monsoon proved tlie lunst uulie.ilthv period, the oalmiuatiug 
point being reached in August, when no le.s.s tluin (idO deaths occurred. The 
abnormally heavy rain in July and lui oiitbre-.ik of plague commeuoiug in the end 
of May were special factors tending 1o make the monsoon in- nths exceptioruilly 
nuhealtliy. On tlio other hauil the mortality ivas unusually low during the 
period Januai’y to Ajiril. 

188. Statement No. 116 classifies the deaths registered acoorili-ng to age. 
Excluding iiifimts, the niurtality was highest iu the age group.H I'l-oiu 20 to 30 
mid 80 to 40, ivliicb comjirlse the bulk of tbo immig-raut cooly impulation ; 
(lea,rJiR wore particulai-ly imuicious among women coming umlci' the Former 
gi-oup. A'S in the previous year, infant mortality was highest m the Ptulimilknad 
and Naiijaraipatua taluks, where tli« birth rate was above the avei'iigo for the 
jii'oviiice. 

189. Statement No. 119 gives particulars of the doatli-rate according to 
ll;e principial elasse.s of tlie population. The mortality among llulnmiiundima 
was exeeiitioniiiJy high, while Ooorgs continued to enjoy a death-rate beh.w the 
general average. 

190. Statement Ahi. 120 distributes tlio reported dcatlis according to tlie 

I'ariouH canse.s recorded, di.stinguisliiug between rural circles and municipal 
areas. As is invariably the case in Coorg the greatest mortality was due to 
fever.s (1,770'', u liicli were more than usually prevalent, owing ilunlitless to the 
abnormally henvy iniufall Dy,senteiy and diarrhoea, which aro debited with 
137 cleiitbs, come next in oi'dev of fatality, followed by plague (45) and hniall-pox 
(I'Sh The iiKirhdit.y registered as clue to other causes coritinued to he high in 
iimuicipal ai oa.s, a cirvumsta, lice which is chiefly attribntalile to the iiumerons 
deaths nmoiig imiiiigraiit coolies brought in for treatment in the two municipal 
Imspitala — espBcially that at Virajeudrapet — when at the of death from

Ibd. The death-rate finni fevers — Statement No. 128 — rose to 2R' n prr 
'iiiillc, a figure slightly above the average for tbe preceding five years und uoti- 
cealily higher than the record of 1902. They m ere especially destrnctlvc lo life 
during the monsoon, the oliiuux being reiiched in rtugiist, i.c., immeclintely after 
the abnormal rtiiiifiill of Jidy. 

19.". Statemt'nt No. 124 gives particular.s of tbe deaths recorded as dne to 
dyBentery and diarihcea (187), thi’ee-fiftba of wldob oconrred during tbe period 
June to October. The mortality ascribed to this cau,se was considerably higher 
than in 1 902. 

194. vStatemeut No. 125 deals with the mortality from plague, whioh for 
the first time effected a real lodgment in tbe province. An isolated case at 
Merearii, 'which terminated fatally on the 14tli May, 'was imported directly from 
Bangalore, but all eudeavoui’.s liavc failed to trace the origin of the serious out- 
break which was bi-ougbt to notice towards tire doss of tho a.mne month in 
Virajendrapet. Unnsnal mortality among rata bad been noticed in that to-wn 
during March and April, and tliis civcumstauce coniilerl with one or two human 
deaths popularly attributed to plague led to a sjrasmodic exodus of the inhabit- 
ants in the latter month. A clo.sa .scrutiny of the public lieallli was maintained 
from the outset, but it was not until tluj 2tid June that [ilague was dcfiuitoly 
diagnosed, uinuistakabls symptoms developing in several cases which had been 
under ob.servatiou from the preceding month, while bacturiologioal examination 
resulted in the detection of jilagne bacilli in a siiapioion.s case which had termi- 
nated fatally on the 28tli May. The Civil Burgeon, Lieuteuant-Colond 
D. S. E. Bain, was placed in immediate charge of plague 'work ami 

conducted his operations witli such acniueii, energy and iliscrotion that thu 
eindriiiio tvas speedily brought under continl. Though the Uiet case was not 
actually discharged until the 2Cth October, the town was praotieally fi'ce of 
plague early in August. Excluding su.spictous cases, tliere were iii idl 64 sci/.iirt's, 
but only 27 (leath.s. Tbe populace generally c.o-o)ii'i'at 0 d clieerfiilly in tlie 
measures adoiJed for the repression of tlie ejiidemio, ami vab'iablo nssi-stauee was 
rendered hy more ti-rn one gentleman, ivhu was under no olitcial obliu'atuni to 
connect liiinself intimately with plague work. Mention .should hi ))ai'ticuhiv be 
made of the Mnusifr. Mr flopala llao, and of Municipal tJounrillov Mr. Maolii- 
mada Macliaiya. Bjiecial ackijowlodginont is also duo in respect of (he scrvicoa 
reudered by the la(c finbedar, Mr. Mulianinuid Ffu.s.sain, wbo.so iiitlupuco wifli Iho

Dviring the, last week of the year si't seizure.? and one death occurred and Mcdi- 
in the village of Rirangalii in the Nanjurajpatiia taluk, which was iufeoted from'*’' 

the adjacent Mysore district. The total numher of plague cases reported in the 
province during 1 1103 was thus 103, of which oiJy 45 * resulted m death. 

197. The usual coiiipavison of the mortality iu municipal and rural areas 
fi'ora small-pox, fever, dysentery and diarrhoea will be found in Statement No. 
liJ6, while Statement No, 127 .furnishes iufonuation relating to the mortuary 
and meteorological statistics for the past six years side by side with the prevail- 
ing prices of the chief iood-grains. Prom the latter return it will be seen that 
the deaths recorded in the period under report vv'ere con.siderably fewer than iu 
the only other year (1900) of approximately equal rainfall. In 1 900, however, 
the exceptionally low prices of the principal food-grains foiined a special factor 
happily absent in 1903. 

198. There are no recruiting statioua in (’oorg and no record is kept of 
emigration or immigration, Tliere are ferv or no emigrants from the province, 
but many thousands of coolies come in from Malabar, South Canara and Mysore 
to work on the coffee estates and rice fields at the commencement of the mon- 
soon, returning to their homes as the demand for labour slackens. It has not 
been found practicable to compile accuraie statistics as to the extent of this 
recurring immigration. 

199. The number and class of the civil f hos]utals and dispensaries in the Mciiicai 
piovinoe are set out m Statement No. 127, which excludes the Meroara .1 ail 
hospital. + Of eight institutions, only one — the dispensary at T’ollibetta — was 

of a private character. 

200. Statement Nos. 129 and 130 detail the accouimodatioii, the number of 
patients treated during the year 1903 and the rate of mortality among in-patients. 

The total number of patients dealt with iu the municipal and local fund disjien- 
saries was 46,911 as against 4 1•,704, while 1,622 persons received treatment iu 
the private iiistitntiou at Pollibettu ns against 2,051 in 1902. The iu-patlents, 
who were all admitted into the hospitals at Mercara and Vira joiulrapet, numbert'd 
932 or 1S9 less than iu the preceding year, a variation which maj be ascribed to 
the outbreak of plague in Viraj(‘.udrap<‘t and the consequent exodus fi’oni that 
toiTOj plague patients, iimreovei', were in almost every ca,so attended in their 
own homes. The mortality recorded among in-patients — 2 IT par iidlle — was 
slightly higher than in the previous yeac; the chief causes of death among 
in-patients were malarial fevers, diseases of the lungs, debility, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and other general diseases. Particulars regarding the pievalenoe of 
these and other complaints among both in- aud out-patients will be found iu 
Statement No. 132. The number of out-patients iiicreiissd at every public 
institution except the dispensarie.s at Virnjeodrapet and Gronikoppal where the 
rttendance receii-ecl n temporary check in consequence of the ontbi'eak of plague. 

201. Statement No 133 details the operations performed, mimhering 597, 
of which all but two aie rejioited to have been completcdy sucoo-isEul. 

202. Statement No. 134 classifies the patients uiidor trralineiit aooni'ding 
to BOX and liice and specifics the dally average attendance at each iustitutioii. 

21)3. The sah' of quinine to the public through the agency oF post offices 
eontiiined ilnriiig the period under report, the number of five-grain powders 
disposed oi during the official year 1903-1904 beiug 4.8,756, 

204. liioluding the pay and allowances of the Civil Surgeon and the reserve 
hospital a.ssistant the total expeiidituie on medical relicl' (luring the year ] 903 — 

Statement No. 135 — was Ra. 26,632 or Rs. 842 less than in 1902. fidui 
aancLionorl strength of hospital assistants (0) remained at tlie Raiiie figure as 
ill 1902. 'L'lie endowment of the Mercara hospital Was increased by a sum 
of Es. 1,000, being part of a bequest by the late Mr. Rastian D’Souza, tlie 
interest on which i.s to be devoted to the benefit of poor patients. The balance 
of the legacy, to which reference is made in paragraph 98 sn.prn, has been 
expended on improvements to tho Buropeau ward. Iu other ros])ects there were 
no changes in the invegtinents to the credit of the luuuicipal l)oa]iitals, of whkh 
particulars are given in Statement No. 136.

notici' V, ^ .MpoL'i.ill}' attracted by tlie sliortcomings of the hospitals and dispensaries 
pai'tieah’.i Iv ;it llereara, and as a consetiuence of Ms personal intervention the 
Grorei'uuient of India sanctioned a special grant of Rs. 1,75,000 for the purpose of 
rem_‘i lying these deficiencies. The outlay mil be probably R'lrcad over the period 
1901 -li'od, and it is proposed to allot the grant ap])roxiinately as follows : 
Hs. 7.1, 000 on the construction of hospital buildings at Mercara,, Rs. 50,000 on a 
.similar object at Virajendrapet, Rs. 2.5,000 on the couyeiMon of the Somwarpet 
dlsiiensni'y into a .small in-patient hospital and the pi'ovi.non ol segregation, wards 
and iLU'i’lnaries at Siddlmpiir, Wapoklu, Simtikoppa and (loiiikoppal, and 
Rs. 15.000 on the purchase of hospital appliances iucluding, if possible, an oil- 
g.as in^itallation and hot and cold water supply for the Mercara hospital. 

205. No formal meetings of the tSanitai’y Board wore held during the. year 
but the Conuniasioner and the Civil Surgeon wore both iiitiuiatoly associated 
with the sanitary reforms in Mercara and Virajeudriipot to which reference has 
been made in paragraphs 101 and 107 snpi'it, Tlie a.d vent of plague induced 
special attention to sanitation tbronghout the proNnucc and gave rise to a total 
exponditiire of Rs. -1, 507, but apart fi'otn the penuauent iiuprovomenta offootod 
by a portion of tliis outlay no sanitary wnrl: of iinportanoe was carriod out 
during- the year. 

207. Statement No. 138 coinpave.s the uiortality i’eg'i.sti'red in Mercara prior 
and subsequent to the construction of the water- works built in 1897, Imt no safe 
inference can be drawn from the comparison as the deaths include nmnei'ons 
cases of iiuiuigraut coolies brought to the hospital in a dying condition, and the 
years 1900 arid 1901 were for special reasons oxoeiitionaTly nuliuiilbhy, The 
water-supply contimred to be of excellent cpiality and the quantity avivilablo was 
ample excejDt in the height of the hot weather. 

208, Particulars of the vaccine operations perrmined iluriug the year 
1903-1 904, excluding oases dealt with by the iiicilioid staff of the Mercara 
Jail and the di.<pensaries in the province, are given iu Statoment Nu.. 130, which 
lias liecn compiled in the revised form prescribed by the GtoVenmiciit of India 
iu October 1903. The total number of vaooinations luimburod 9,215 as coin- 
pared with 11,062 iu the previ.ou.s year. Of these, 7,807 wore jii'iniavy cases 
iiiitl 1,433 i-e-vacoinatrons ; cliniiiiatiiig operations the re.snlts of wlii di were not 
ascortained, the percentage of successful eases was 95' |.7 ami 85'05, vespoc- 
tively, figures which compare f.ivourably with the reoiml of the preceding j’oiii'. 

209. There was no change in the establisbment, which consistod of oiglit 
vaccinators, of whom two continued to be employeil in the towns of Mercara 
and Virajendrapet at the expense of the iniimcipal coinmiltocs, wliilo the othcr.s 
worked ill rural areas, the charge being debited to Imperial Fumls. The. total 
cost of the entire eatablislimeiit iucluding supervision charges aiiioiintod to 
R.S. 2,ti57 or Rs. 102 Msstliau in 1902-1903 ; details of the oiitlny arc given hi 
Statenieiit No, 140. 

210, Statement No. 14.1, which has undergone the same revision in foriii as 
Statement No, 139 furnishes particulars of tlie viicoiuations pcrforiuoil liy the 
staff or the jail ho.spitid and the dispensaries of the proviiice. The total iiuiiiber 
wa.s 408 as against 34o iu the preceding year. Of tlicso, 245 ivoro f)i'irnai'y 
cases and ICu re-vacciuations, the percentage of succcsh being, rosneoti voly, 
88-09 and 77-61. 


211. iSt iLSinoiit No, 1 42 exhibits iu one view the Tiiooiiio operations performed 
diirmg- the hv-t dec,uip, excluding rc-varcinatioiis, while details of the vorilica- 
tioiis earn™ lint by iiispectiug nffictrs are given in State, noiit No. 113 The 
Civil Su.geoii inspected ISI cases, wliHe tlie Inspector of Vaccination ami Iho 
A, ssistarit .Mii-geoii verified 2,518; tlni coiTc.spoiidiug figures for the iii'cvluis 
year, were respectively, 174 and 4,085. The reduced out-turn of work by the 
sLibui.Uinitc iiispeclmg officers is due to the Hrcimist, nee that the liiHiiec'tor of 
Vaccination was employed on plague work during tlic greater -oorliou of the 
mouKoon. ‘ ' 
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2] 2. Detailed statiatios of infantile vaccination in the five mvinicipal areas 
vvliare vacoinatiun is compulsory for children above six months in age are given in 
Statement No. 144. Prom October 1902 to September 1903 there Tvere 254 
births, but of these only 181 wer's available for' vaccination during the course of 
the year ending 31st March 1904; the ■ remaining 73 having sncouuibed in 
infancy. As I 74 children under one year were vaccinated during that period, 
it 'may be inferred that the provisions of the '■ law Were as a rule' adequately 
enforced. Infantile vaccination, however, received less attention than 'nsual in 
Virajendrapct owing to the outbreak 'of plague in that town. 

213. Statement No. 145 compares the statistics of va'ccinaftion and mortality 
from small-pox daring the past fifteen years and ' shows - that- as regards the 
amount of work performed the record of the year under report was ' slightly 
belewthe average, a oons^nence in part attributable to the neeEGBityyoE'iinploy-

The educational system of the province underwent no material clirtfnge EdumHon- 
during ,the p.eriod under-report, the sanction of ' the Government of India being 
requisite before the actual, introduction of ■ the numoreus and important refoniiS 
decided upon in consequence of the recommendations of ^ the Simla E’duoaticmal 
oonforelioe *. The working of the depai-tment' was however simplified by, thi) 
promulgatiou of rules far the management and inspection of local fund ahd 
municipal schools, dafiiiing tiie exact functions of the local boxlios and Govern- 
ment officers concerned. 

21G. qmvrai statisiius of cbUeTidanee at the ediioatiofflar institutions-'' of Ooi„„i 
the province will be found surainarized in' Statement No. 146 and ' detailed ill 
Statement No. 148. On the 31st March 1 904 'there wore in all 88 public schools 
with 4,020 pupils in attendance. As compared with tlie statistics of the previous 
year there was an increase of three in the number of schools, due to tih ckfiblisli- ' ' 

ment of now schools by the - District 'Board, and a decrease of 1 96 in tlio • niinibcr 
of 'pupils, attributable partly, if not -wholly, to tile effect of plague at ' Viraicfidlft- 
pet and Sirangafe. 

• number and strength of private schoois''are reported to havfc 

risen frcmi 31 and 546 to 33 an'd 579, respectively, but these institu'tibriS 
are under no supervision, and the statistics relating ' tlioreto oaiiUot be regarded 
as trustworthy. Assuming their strength to have been accurately reported, the 
proportion of scholars at all classes of institutions to the total population of the 
school-going age^works out to iO'S per cent., being in the caSe-of boys and giri'S', 
respectively 1,5-7 and 4-5 per'oent. These ratios do not ' diffei' materially 'ffwiii 
those arrived at for t he preceding year. Owing to the floating clement of immigrant 
coolies ni the jiopulatiuii of Coorg, it is not possible to adopt the usual method of 
taking the school-gouig ages as formmg 1 5 per cent, of the- total population, and 
a closer approxunatiou to the facts has been secured by adopting the actual 
census figures ot the age-groups from 5 to 1 5. ^ 

Classified according to standard of iitstnuytvmi thS educational hisbitu- 
tionsun Coorg consisted of one normal school and one upper secondary school 
si^ated at MerCara,- one lower- secondary school at Virajendrapet and-85 primary 
schoolsdocated throughout the province and alh vernacular with the CXOeptio-ii- of 
seven at which English was- taught.

1 50, ■while 
Statement No. 1 -o 1 eibibits the residts of the prescribed exavninatioiia and thus 
indicates tlis degree of succe.sB acMeved in the several stages of instruction. 

220. As regards ma»M| 7 CTKi)rf the 88 recognized schools in tne pnivinoo wore 
distributed as fallows i—S-i under luauagement, uainely, three (doyermuent 
institutions, 75 under the control of the District Board and six maintained by 
municipal committees ; and four imder prii/ate management, namely, missionary 
institutions at Meroara, Anandapur, Virajendrapet and Kedamullnr receiving 
fixed' ^ grants-in-aid from public funds and cxmforining to departmental rules. 


221. Classified according to race nr craed, iion-Briihinan TTiiidus (4, '076) as 
usual formed the predominating element among the soliool-goiug populatiou, tlio 
number of Coorgs included in this category being no less than 2,722. Native 
Christian scholars numbered 1 70 , Brflnnans 1 76 and Muhaimnadaiis 1 44, figures 
wbieli do not differ materially from the statistics of the ju’evious year, h^urther 
particulars are given in Stalement No. 154. 

222. An examination of the socud 'posU'uni of the parents of children 

■ attending public institutions shows, as might have been expected, that the great 
majority (VS per cent.) were dependent on agriculture. The proportion recorded 

- aa belonging to the poorer class (73*54 per cent.) was much lower than in the 

■ preceding year, while there was a slight increase in the percentage shown as 
children of rich parents ( 1 * 1 9 ), and the middle classes (25*27) contributed 
a far larger number. 'These variations are probably attributable to tlio personal 
ecjuatiou of the school masters by whom the figures are compiled rather than 
to any real change in the attendance of the vai'ious sections of the coumnmity, 


22:1. The only hvriua^en tanglit wore Oanarcse, Bngli.sli, HindiiHlaiii .and 
Tamil. In puhlio bistitntions Oanare.se formed the almost universal language, 
'l iir lint 93 pupils receiving instruction therein ; the nniuhcr of hoys loaruing 
English as welt as Cauarese was 062 or 38 fewer tliaii in the jii'cvious ycai*. 

224. Statements Nos. 147 and 140 Rmuina.nzo and cltdail the u.Kpenditnre 
on education, while Statement No. 152 exhibits tlic (listribiition of local fund and 
municipal outlay thereon. The total expenditure was Us. ill), 742 or Ra. 2,048 
less than in the previous year, the distribution according to the sjuvea of incojiio 
being as follow.5 *. — .tmperia.l funds, 34*31 iier cent., local finuls, 32*94 per t:cnt.( 
municipal funds, 2*C4 per cent., feas, 2(i'04 per cent., and private funds, 44)7 ptr 
cent. ThS'Only noticeable variations relate to the expendituro from Imperial and 
mimicipal funds; iu the former case the outlay declined owing to the j'liplace- 
meutofthe permanent head-master of the Mcrcava High School by acliiig iin 
cumheuts'in receipt of lower pay, ivhilc municipal c.vpcinlitnre WiW .swelled l)y 
the cost of repairs to the Hindustani school huilfUug in Merer I'li. 

225. The private funds which contributed to the outlay on e.xpbiidituro 
consisted of .subscriptions in aid of the mis,sionary .schools and the inoomo of the 
Mercara School Endowment Plantation Fund, which is derived from a, coffee 
estate purchased by public subscription many years ago. During* the period under 
report a total sum of lls. 429 was dishuraed from this fund ; the outlay rulnted 
chiefly to the boarding bouse attached to Uio school, but included a s])eeial 
gjTunastio stipend of Ss. I Ope/'iwuwrm tenable at the Teacher’s Oollege, 8ai(lapet. 
The rules regarding the grant of scholarships from 'this .source were I'ovised in. 
March 1904. The other expenditure on scholarships was coiupo.scd ol' a medical 
scholaraMp of Rs. 10 pir mniseni provided by the District Board and a contri- 
bution. from. Imperial funds for the np-keep of twelve Arts .soholarshijxs of Its. 1 5 
and Es.)l 0 per menunu. Tlie average co.st of nduo.ating ti.aoli pujill rciuiuned 
stationary in primary schools (Es. 5-8-11) and decreased slightly in socuudary 
institutions (Rs. 30-11-9), but there Wcas an increase of 1 9*4. per cent in the cost 
of education at the normal school (Rg. 163-11-8)

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226. Mt. C. 'VV. Moss, m.a., acted as Insjjuctor of Sctools till the end of 
August 1 903 wlien he was transferred to Madras and succeeded hy Mr. P. 

Messinier, who Tisited the province in November 1 903 and spent one month on 
a tour of inspection, examining 40 schools, conducting the primary examination 
at Somwarpet, Sanivarsaiite and Praserpet and tlie teachers’ certificate examina- 
tion at Mercara. All the four girls’ schools were visited by the InRpoctres.s, 
while M. R. Ry. M. Raghnnatha Rao, Deputy Inspector of Schools, was on 
tour for nearly six months and paid 212 visits of inspection, travelling a 
distance of some 1,600 miles. 

227. Numerous visits of inspection wei-e also made by the local revenue 
officers, the Commissioner himself inspecting six schools, while 96 inspections were 
made by otlicr civil officers, the great majority (9 1) being conducted by the 
aubedars of the five taluks. 

228. There are no colleges in Coorg and the only provision for collegiate 
education consists of the scholarships to which reference has been made in para- 
graph 225 sitproi. These are held in institutions situated at Madras or Bangalore^ 

229. The number of pupils on the rolls of the Mertara High School, which 
provides iustruotion from the lower primary to the upper secondary standard, " 
remamed nearly the same (274), but in the average attendance as well aa in tho ' . 
fee-income there was a noticeable improvement, while the total cost of n;ainte- 
namce fell from Rs. 11,020 to Ra. 8,952 owing chiefly to the reduced allowances 
drawn by tlie acting incuntbeuts of the post of head-master. Of the total miuiber 

98 boys were studying in uppor secondary classes, while 101 were in the middle 
stage, figures which do not differ materially from those recorded in the previous 
year. Nine candidates out of 1 9 sent up passed the matriculation examination, 
and 19 out of 24 proved successful at the lower Beoondary test, a result wliich 
compares f avourabty with that achieved in. the previous year, especially as regards 
the latter test. The proportion of successes at the primary examination — 

75 per cent. — was also satisfactory. Statement No. 153 details the expenditure 
on the boarding house attached to the school, tho nocommodation available in 
wbich was fully utilised. A Government grant of Lis. 1,2U0 was an ii.siml distri- 
buted in the shape of stipend.? to the boarders. Owing to the transfer from Coorg 
of the permanent head-master, Mr. 0. W. Moss, the school was in tho charge of 
tho First ' Assistant until October 1 903, when Mr. 0. A. Wilkinson was 
appointed to act foi' Mr. Moss. 


23 ''. The Virajendrapet Lower Seoondfvry School which began the ye.ir 
with 215 pupils on the rolls had practically no attendance in the inoutlis 
of June aud J uly owing to tho outbreak of plague in the town. Tho boys however 
began to return about the end of August and numbered 227 on the Slat March 1 OOI . 

The head-niLigter astiribea to the .same cause the falling off in tile foe-iucome from 
Rs. 3 ,1 5 1 to Rs. 2,469 and the smaller number of successes achieved at the 
lower secondary and prhnavy examinations, namely, 4 and 23, respectively, as 
against 1 6 and 34 in the preceding year. 

231. As already .stated in paragraph 216 supra there wasan increase of t hroe rrim.w 
lu the number of piibhc primary schools (85), aud a d8orea.se of 201 in the 
strength (3,507) as re. jorded on the closing day of the year. Excluding candidates 
sent up from the pi'iinary departments of the two secondary schools, 266 pupils 
lU public school.? .appeared for the primary examination, of whom 1 75 passed. The 
^reat bulk of these (23'.)) came from local fmid schools, which also achieved the 
highest proportion of suocoss (66-5 per cent.). The results were in all classes of 
public iiistitutions iniu'c satisfactory than in the previous year. As regards the 
cost of education, the aided scliools, where teachers as a rule are more liiohly 
paid proved most expensive (Ks. ll-U-3 per pupil), municipal, (Ra. 3-12-0) anil 
local friud mstitutiuns (Rs. 4-16-11) following in the order named, Detailed 
particulars regarding the distribution of the local fund and municipM expenditurd 
on puDhc instruction, which relates .solely to primary education, will be found in 
Statement No. 1 52. 


23y., The only training institution in Coorg is the Mercara Noira.il School 
which provides the provincial supply of primary schoohuaaters. Twelve stipemi- 
miy students wore under instruction at the dose of the lanir; ten oF tlie jircTiuus 
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batcli appeared for the teachers’ certificate examination, two out 
lower secondary certificates, and fmir ont of' srx primary certifioatM. iuo 
Inspector’s report on the school shows that it deficiont in 
equipment and that improved ai-rangements require to he made ioi the proViB 
of practice in actual teaching. 

233. No facilities were provided for- technical education ■ with the excep- 
tion of the medical scholarship- mentioned in paragrajih- 22i> nwpm. 

234. Girls continuad to enjoy exemption froni 
except for the- study of English . and- attend^ f 

schools throughout the province.- Only one-school, situated Vnajemdu p ti - 
reserved exclusively for ghH hut three otter 

tied as girls’ schools owing to the preponderance of that sex. Ly

]J«\-gr“i^stit;tns.ted 68 pupils on their roUs on- the 31st--March 19W 

on the corresponding date last year. There ivas a -decline- of 22 pupils at thb 
Hmdustaui school at Virajendrapet- attnbutable probably to the outhtoak of 
nlaeue in that town. There were also-70-Mhhhmmadan boys .studying m other 
Lhools moludmg a few in receipt of free scholarships designed to encourage tiib 
education of English among Muhammadans. • Ohly nineboysm all however wore 
studying Buglisli and but four riiicceededin passing anypiiblin examination; one" 
obtaining a lower secondary -certificate. 

237. The only other class for whose ed.uoa6ion sojwrate solioola Inive been 
established is the Paraiya oommunity. Of seven . institutions reserved tor this 
purpose, six were in charge of Paraiya teachers. The total numher of pupils 
reoei-ving instruction was 168 or 20 more than in the preceding year. 

238. Particulars of the number and strength of i private schools have baml 
given in paragraph 217 supra. They are ill-housed and poorly equipped, while 
great laxity prevails in regard to the payment of fees.- The instruction impart- 
ed is very elementary and tlw statistics available oaimofc be accepted as aconratci 

230. No special orders were passed during the year in regard to th6 
maintenance of discipline and moral training nor -wers any edunatimal aon/'e.i'cneas 
held in the province. Avraugoments for the. supply n 'id dhstrihution of tei 
hoeJes continued to be made by the central depdt at MBi'Cnra together with 
its Bub.sidiary branehe,?.

.244. A Goverpment chaplain was temporarily posted to Meroara for a few Emiosks- 
■weeks m January 1903, but excepit for that period the proviuco was entirely 
■without the services of a Cliiiroh of England clergyman. Particulars of the 
population returned as belonging to the several religions denominations are viven 
ill Statement Wo. 157, -whioli also details the number of ministers or priests and 
places of rvorsliip and their annual income from Government, Duly npiiointed 
lay trustees continued to hold charge of the cliurclios at Mcu'oara iintl Pnllibofcta, 
ot which the former is a Government building consecrated iicooi'diiur (o the 
rites of the Church of England, while the latter is a private structure hiiilt by 
public subscription and shared by members of tlic (Jliurch of Eiudaiid, tlie 
Cliiiroli of vSontlaiid and the Wesleyan community. Tlie French Rommi Catholic 
^Lissioii coiiliiiiied to maintain ciiiirciies at Mercara, Vira'jeiidi^apet, Auunatti 
feflddliapur, Fvasevpet aud Suntikoppa, and special schools at Virajciidrapet and 
Kedamulliir, while the Basel Evangelical Mission lce)it up places of ivoi'ship aud 
schools at Mci ca I'ii and Aiinnatti. In none ot the Cliriitiari deiiuuiiiiutioiis was 
rhevc any important variation in number during the vear' under report.

D underreport cons-i.sted of a, oontributioii of 

.Ks. 18, ole hy (lon'rmuent made up of cash payments, doductloiis froiti the land 
roveniip demaml ami emlow.nents in land. Of this sum Rk. 5,847 form the 
endowment of iiuiior tciiiplos situated tliroaglimit the province and under the 
iiianagemeijt of tim vi llage communities concorhed, while the remaining Us. 1 2,d.65 
relate to expeuditnre under the management of tho committee constituted 
nmler the Oonig I eiiiple LmiikIs Mamtgoment Regulation, 1892. Tliis body 
consists ot 1 0 elective luouihers including the President, and is entrusted with 
the management at nlie large and important Eiiidn teiiqilAs at Mercara, Bhaga- 
tnaudala and Kurchi and the supervision of the mausoleum of the Dooro Raiaa 
at Mercara. Eight general meetings were held hy the oominittea during Uio 
year, tlie average attendance being 7^6 members. Including one pending from 
r vacancies in Uie persomid of the committee, all 

0 hich had been duly filled up by the close of the period tmder report. 'Witli 
the opening balanoe of Rs, 2,813, the animal income aggregated Ra. 16,957, and 
as the expenditure amounted to Rs. 14,360 the closing bakiice was Rs. 2 597 
Es grant of Rs. 12,-165, of which

management of the committee, while the i-emaining Rs. 6,208 -were exnendod 
on the chattrams attached thereto. The receipts fi'om offerings amounted to

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Es. 408 exclnsive of A-ohintaiy contributions of grain from agriculturists to tbe 
value of Rs. o85. Of tlie outstanding debts due to the coiniaittoo only Es. 213 
were realized ; the balance yet to be recovered on tbe 31st Marcli 1904 was 
Es. 14,090, the bulk of which consists of bad debts in the shape of loans granted 
years ago vdthout proper security to temple servants and other persons ; the 
attention of the committee has been drawn to the necessity of invevstig’ating each 
of the 25 items which make up the total in order’ that ainoimts which ai’e really 
irrecoverable may be rvritten off and tbe balance realized without further delay. 
The expenditure was chiefly inenn-ed on the upkeep of the customary religious 
services and ceremouies and the purchase of food-graius for pilgrims, Es. 7,75 1 
being spent on the last item as compared with Es. 6,158 in the previous year. 
Es. 208 were expended on repairs to buildings. 

246. Particulars of the various charitable in-stitutions in Oonrg — chiefly 

dispensaries maintained by the local and municipal authorities^ — are given m 
Statement No. 15S, which furnishes information regarding the number of persons 
in receipt of charitable aid, the shape in wliich relief is ' given and the income 
from which the expenditure is defrayed. ; 

247. The supply of articles of stationery to Government ofiices in Coorg 
was, as usual, arranged for in communication, with the Superintendent of 
Stationery, Madras. 

248. The partition of joint interests in land held by persons not belonging 
CO the Uoorg race again formed tbe topic of prolonged consideration and dis- 
cussion, but though draft rules permitting and regulating snob divisions were 
framed under section 1 43 (c) of the Ooorg Land and Eevenue Regulation, 1 899, 
the difficulties inherent in the subject prevented a final decision from being 
arrived at dining the year. 

349. The rules under the Indian Fisheries Act, 1897, which were promul- 
gated in 1 903, exeroi.ied a beneficial effect by restricting the ini'oails of tlio 
gangs of professional fishermen who periodically come in from My.suro when tliu 
Coorg river.s are getting low and do incalculable damsge by netting (piiintitics 
of immature fish. Iii order further t > reduce this grave danger to pisoieultiu'o 
the close soason against not fi.shing, which in 1903 comprised only thi'tio mmitlis, 
i;h., March, April and May, was extended by the inclusion of Iho uioufh of 
February. The interests of Eunipe .n sportsmen .and the local popiiltd.ioii wore 
at the same time secured by permitting the use of rods and night-lines through- 
out the year. 

250. The grazing fncilitias of tlie province having been Tnatorially restricted 
by the rapid spreml of lautana, draft rules were framed during the yi'ar with the 
object of prumoting its extirpation from haw laud. Theso nilcs, vvliieh liavo 
since come into force, permit resort to a modified form of knmfi ciiKivnlinn, the 
ryot being under specified conditions allowed to cut down ami Imrn liuitiiim ms 
a preliminary to the cultivation of the land with dry oro]is. The terms of 
assessment, which are exceptionally favourable, proviiio hdiT id./h for e.ninjdelo 
remis.sion from tax in the event of the bimw, becoming fit for grazing niid tlio 
cultivation thereof being abandoned. 

251. The means of commiuncation with North Coorg wmi'o iiiiitierially 
improved during the year by the opening of telegraphic olticcs at 'hiniwarpid, and 
Frsserpet, a measure which was necessary for administi'iitiim uonsidei'iitiDiw ami 
at the same time .supplied a long-felfc public want.
